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CLEU chief accused 
of contempt by MLA 


The head of the province’s Co-ordin¬ 
ated Law Enforcement Unit, Robert 
Simson, was accused Monday of being 
in contempt of a legislative commit¬ 
tee. 

Lome Nicolson (NDP—Nelson- 
Creston) made the accusation during a 
meeting of the select Standing Com¬ 
mittee on Parliamentary Privilege. 

The committee was struck to in¬ 
quire into events which led to the tap¬ 
ping of Consumer and Corporate Af¬ 
fairs Minister James Nielsen's 
telephones and the electronic bugging 
of at least one of his offices. 

Nielsen's phones and offices were 
bugged during an RCMP investigation 
into a bribery conspiracy although he 
was at no time suspected of being 
involved in the conspiracy. 

Two Vancouver businessmen were 
subsequently found guilty of conspir¬ 
ing to bribe Nielsen although he testi¬ 
fied that no bribe was ever offered.

. dislikes statements 


His telephones and offices were 
under surveillance in anticipation of 
the bribe being offered for approxi¬ 
mately a year. 

In a weekend interview In Vancou¬ 
ver, Simson said police must have the 
right to use sensitive investigative 
tools such as electronic surveillance to 
win the fight against crime. He al¬ 
so was quoted as saying that organized 
crime, to be successful, needs to have 
pliable politicians in its pocket. 

Those statements, along with others 
attempting to justify the tapping of 
politician’s telephones, caused Nicol¬ 
son to ask committee chairman Brian 
Smith, minister of education, if he 
had been approached by Simson with a 
view to volunteering his philosophy to 
the committee. 

Smith said he had not been ap¬ 
proached.

In Vancouver, where 
most news personnel are 
not members of NABET, 
there was little effect on 
normal delivery of news.

Cuban j ets taunt 
U.S., Bahamas 

Havana ‘sorry’ 
about sinking 


KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — Alfred Her¬ 
nandez, 37, a Cuban refugee among the 
thousands streaming into Florida on the 
Freedom Flotilla, was arrested Monday 
and charged with hijacking a U.S. jetliner 
and diverting it to Cuba with 82 people 
aboard 11 years ago.

Two Cuban MiG jet fighter aircraft buzzed a 
U.S. Coast Guard helicopter Monday, circling with¬ 
in 15 metres of the rescue craft as it searched for 
four Bahamian sailors missing after an earlier MiG 
attack sank their patrol vessel. 

The U.S. state department lodged a “strong 
protest” with the Cuban Interest Section in Wash¬ 
ington later Monday and were to follow that with a 
written protest, according to the state department. 

Meanwhile, a Cuban delegation arrived in Nas¬ 
sau Monday and began talks with foreign ministry 
officials over the sinking of a Bahamian patrol 
boat. 

An apology for the incident by the Cuban 
government was broadcast earlier in the day by 
Radio Havana. 

Besides the four crewmen missing and pre¬ 
sumed dead in the at¬ 
tack, there were minor 
injuries among the 15 
survivors of the Flamin¬ 
go, which had been tow¬ 
ing two Cuban fishing 
boats alleged to have 
been poaching for lob¬ 
sters in Bahamian 
waters. 

The six-member delega¬ 
tion is led by Cuban Presi¬ 
dent Fidel Castro’s broth¬ 
er, Raul, who is the armed 
forces minister. 

Foreign Minister Paul 
Adderley led the talks for 
the Bahamians. 

The Cuban government 
claimed pilots of the MiG 
aircraft which sank the pa¬ 
trol boat mistook it for a 
“pirate ship.” 

Bahamian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Lyndon Pindling 
termed the Cuban state¬ 
ment a “coverup” but said 
he would accept it as an 
apology. 

Pindling, who flew home 
from London, suggested 
his government may de¬ 
mand reparations for the 
lost vessel and compensa¬ 
tion for the families of the 
four missing crew mem¬ 
bers. 

He described the incident 
as “a dastardly and vicious 
attack, an act of aggression 
which we cannot take light¬ 
ly- 

“This is a dead serious 
situation,” he added. “We 
just have to deal with it.” 

Asked whether he be¬ 
lieved the Cuban version of 
the incident, the prime 
minister said: “Actions 
speak louder than words. If

MONTREAL (CP)— 
Premier Bennett says he's 
as ready as anybody to 
renew the Canadian consti¬ 
tution—and not just for eco¬ 
nomic reasons. 

"Too often, national poli¬ 
cies fail to take into ac¬ 
count the unique needs and 
aspirations of British Co¬ 
lumbia,” Bennett said 
Monday in a speech to the 
Montreal Board of Trade. 

“My government is fully 
committed to a wholesale 
renewal of the Canadian 
federation—and this with¬ 
out delay ... We in British 
Columbia understand that 
Quebec has frustrations 
with the present system. 
We have our own frustra¬ 
tions." 

But he acknowledged 
that Quebec’s grievances 
go deeper than economic 
policies, and he said the 
B.C. government would be 
willing to see Quebec enjoy 
special powers—without 
actually writing special 
status into a new constitu¬ 
tion. 

“I am not proposing spe¬ 
cial status for Quebec when

have some flexibility on 
matters of language and 
culture,” he said. “All 
provinces would have that 
power even though few 
might exercise it.”

Biologists defend

“Holding a diplomatic

The demonstrators out¬ 
side White’s residence in 
the northwestern suburb of 
Escalon numbered 300 and 
they blocked the driveway 
with three cars and a wood¬ 
en barricade, allowing no 
one to enter or leave the 
one-storey mansion. 

Embassy sources said 
the siege was broken at 6 
a m. Monday when only 
about 30 protesters re¬ 
mained manning the barri¬ 
cades. The ambassador 
was taken to the tightly- 
guarded U.S. embassy in 
downtown San Salvador 
aboard a convoy of two bul¬ 
let-proof four-wheel drive 
vehicles and a limousine, 
the sources said. 

U.S. Marines and the am¬ 
bassador’s bodyguards 
lobbed three tear gas gre¬ 
nades into the crowd, but 
sources said no one was 
injured. 

Spokesmen for the right- 
wing Broad Nationalist 
Front said three female 
demonstrators were in¬ 


jured but gave no details 
and did not provide names 
of victims. 

The arrest of the 14 last 
week triggered a confron¬ 
tation between the armed 
forces and the junta, which 
White strongly supports. 


TV’s Death defies threats, pleas

Over the protests of the world’s richest 
oil nation, Mobil Oil Co., a score of 
federal lawsuits rfnd hundreds of angry 
callers, most of the nation’s Public 
Broadcasting Service television affiliates 
decided “the show must go on” Monday 
and broadcast “Death of a Princess.” 

Judges in Atlanta and San Francisco 
denied petitions to stop the broadcast. 

PBS fed the British made dramatiza¬ 
tion of the 1978 execution of a 19-year-old 
Saudi princess and her commoner lover 


for adultery to 240 stations as part of its 
World series of programs. 

Controversy over the film was heard 
from Saudi Arabia, which complained to 
the U.S. state department that it was 
distorted, and carried all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, where half an hour 
before the film’s broadcast Justice Lewis 
Powell refused to order a Houston station 
to show it. 

PBS affiliates across the nation re¬ 
ported receiving hundreds of calls from 
viewers—most of them opposed to view¬ 


ing the film for fear of retaliation by 
Saudi Arabia. 

The switchboard at Seattle's KCTS-TV 
handled more thah 400 calls by 11 p.m. 
Most callers thought the station shouldn't 
have aired the film for reasons as diversi¬ 
fied as it would endanger the American 
hostages in Iran to fear of another Arab 
oil embargo. 

Earlier in the day calls opposing the 
show outnumbered those favoring it by 
over six to one but as the air time ap¬ 
proached the responses evened out. Once 


the program was over callers were over¬ 
whelming positive about both the show 
and the station’s decision to air it, said the 
spokesman. 

Among the post-show callers were two 
students from Saudi Arabia. One com¬ 
plained that it misrepresented his country 
while the other thanked the station for 
showing the movie. 

One station, KTCA-TV in Minneapolis, 
received two telephoned bomb threats 
just before the broadcast. 


Volcano 
quake 
sets off 
ice slide 


VANCOUVER, 
Wash. (AP) — A large 
earthquake shook 
loose an avalanche of 
ice on the unstable 
north flank of Mount 
St. Helens on Monday, 
scientists said. 

But the quake, esti- 
mated at 5 on the 
Richter scale, did not 
cause the long-feared 
slide of a large area 
that has been bulging 
for three weeks, said 
Don Mullineaux, vol¬ 
cano hazards geologist 
for the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 

The slide was sejn 
by a passing plane 
which reported it to the 
U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration, he 
said. 

Ken Shake, FAA 
spokesman in Seattle, 
said the plane reported 
the slide started at the 
2,300-metre level and 
continued at least to 
the 1,800-metre level 
when it became ob¬ 
scured by clouds. 

There have been be¬ 
tween 20 and 50 earth¬ 
quakes a day on the 
2,950-metre mountain 
since just before it 
erupted steam and ash 
March 27.

Maingot pointed out that 
the laws governing parlia¬ 
ment were laws drawn up 
by parliament itself and 
that while there were re¬ 
strictions on matters of 
privilege there are no re¬ 
strictions on a finding of 
contempt. 

On the matter of the tap¬ 
ping of a member's home 
telephones, Maingot said it 
would be difficult to tie 
such a tap in with the 
MLA’s legislative duties. 


“He is protected only in his 
legislative role,” he said. 

Maingot also stated that 
in his opinion there "is 
nothing sacrosanct" in a 
member's constituency of¬ 
fice, although he agreed it 
might sometimes be con¬ 
sidered in the context of the 
member's legislative role. 

It was a different matter, 
he said, when interference 
took place within the legis¬ 
lature precinct, the area 
within the parliament 
buildings officially desig¬ 
nated to be under control of 
the speaker. 

While the precincts "do 
not in my opinion constitute 
a sanctuary . . . Ottawa 
will not permit the police in 
the precincts while the 
house is sitting without the 
express consent of the 
member concerned or the 
speaker.” 

Chief counsel to the com¬ 
mittee, former deputy 
clerk to the Legislature 
George MacMinn, asked 
Maingot if more "than just 
the chamber or the speak¬ 
er's corridor" would be in¬ 
volved. “Would a mem¬ 
ber’s office be regarded as 
in the precinct?” 

Maingot said he was sure 
it would be "if it is under 
the speaker’s jurisdic¬ 
tion." He added that in Ot¬ 
tawa, all the buildings in 
which commutes meet and 
where members have their 
offices are regarded as 
within the precinct. 

That exchange led to fur¬ 
ther discussion on tele¬ 
phone bugging which sev¬ 
eral members pointed out 
could be conducted without 
the RCMP getting any¬ 


where near the parliamen¬ 
tary precinct. They wanted 
to know if a phone tap con 
ducted from a central 
switchboard maybe miles 
from the Legislature could 
be construed as an invasion 
of the precinct. 

Maingot said he felt it 
would be “against the rules 
which you have a right to 
see upheld. If it was done 
without your authority, you 
have the right to do things 
your way, if I do it without 
your permission ...” it is 
in contempt of the house. 

Nicolson asked Maingot 
“what if someone had 
come into this room last 
night and placed a micro¬ 
phone under the table,” 

“It would be an outra¬ 
geous act, despite the 
criminal code,” Maingot 
replied. 

Under the criminal code 
only conversations be¬ 
tween client and lawyer 
are specifically excluded 
from police Wiretapping 
and bugging.

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MP line tough 
on Quebecers 

OTTAWA (CP) — Quebecers aren’t the only Ca¬ 
nadians with problems and have no right to break up 
the country to find a solution, a Progressive Conser¬ 
vative MP said Monday. 

“Don't be so megalomaniac. Look beyond the end 
of your nose,” Donald Munro, MP for Esquimalt- 
Saanich, told Quebecers. "You aren't the only ones 
who are complaining and looking for ways to im¬ 
prove your life in this country.” 

Munro took a hard line with Quebecers as MPs re¬ 
turned to the Quebec sovereignty-association referendum 
issue during a one-day resumption of debate on the throne 
speech in the Commons. 

Speaking in French, Munro said Quebecers didn't 
have the right to threaten the integrity of the country. 

Other MPs talked of everything from Western 
separatism to Quebec frustration as the Commons 
had what amounted to a national unity debate with 
the sovereignty-association referendum only eight days 
away. 

Colleagues cool 

MONTREAL (UPC) — Quebec Liberal leader Claude 
Ryan got very little backing Monday from his former 
colleagues at Le Devoir, with three of the four editorial¬ 
ists declaring support for a Yes vote in the May 20 
referendum. 

Michel Roy, interim director at the 70-year-old 
newspaper, was the only one to follow his former 
director's appeal for a No vote.

Bani-Sadr hits hurdle 


TEHRAN (CP) — Islamic funda¬ 
mentalists have apparently handed 
Iranian President Abolhassan Bani- 
Sadr another defeat by blocking his 
efforts to name a prime minister. 

The growing influence of the hard¬ 
liners in Iranian politics—they in¬ 
creased their lead Monday in par¬ 
liamentary voting—could further 
complicate the U.S. hostage crisis. 

Tehran radio said 229 of 247 seats 
in the Iranian Parliament have been 
filled and that the Islamic Republi¬ 


can party has won 113 of them, in¬ 
cluding three decided Monday. Vic¬ 
tories by Moslem fundamentalists 
running as independents will give the 
IRP a working majority In Par¬ 
liament. 

Iran’s revolutionary leader, Aya¬ 
tollah Ruhollah Khomeini, has said 
the new Parliament, expected to 
convene in the next few weeks, will 
decide the fate of the 50 American 
hostages held at the U.S. Embassy 
sincelast Nov. 4. Many IRP members 


have advocated spy trials for the 
Americans unless the deposed shahj 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, is re¬ 
turned to Iran to face trial for alleged 
crimes during his reign. The former 
monarch now is in Egypt. 

Bani-Sadr is said to favor a quick 
end to the hostage crisis so Iran caq 
devote more attention to its inter¬ 
nal problems. But candidates he sup¬ 
ported finished far behind the IRP in 
the parliamentary balloting.

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Chrysler’s 
free enterprise 

Most Canadians believe business in Can¬ 
ada operates within a free enterprise system, 
in a market place where a company lives or 
dies on its management skills, on its sales rec¬ 
ord. That is true for most businesses, of 
course. But not all. 

Chrysler, on the edge of bankruptcy, was 
bailed out on the weekend by a package of 
massive loan guarantees from the U.S. and 
Canadian governments — $1.5 billion and $200 
million respectively — together with a $10 
million subsidy by the Ontario provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 


Some other plans for rescuing hostages

WASHINGTON — Here is one sce¬ 
nario of an American hostage rescue 
in Iran that is not a Pentagon secret: 

After weeks of delicate negotia¬ 
tions, the Iranian rulers agree to let a 
U.S. peace delegation land at 
Tehran’s main airport. Air Force 
One, flown by two volunteer CIA 
pilots, arrives. 

Then the Iranians are told that the 
plane is really a large neutron bomb. 
It is set to go off in 48 hours unless the 
American hostages are released. 

This is one of several dozen sug¬ 
gestions that are sent each day to 
Secretary of Defence Harold Brown 
at the Pentagon. 

Defence spokesman say that since 
the aborted raid on Tehran, more 
than 300 letters have arrived — more 
unsolicited advice than any military 
incident in recent history. At least 
that many more are expected when 
the White House turns over its raid- 
related mail to the Pentagon for re¬ 
sponse. 

Brown, who receives a sampling 
of the mail each day, finds that some 
of it is flattering, sent by people who 
are glad the United States finally 
tried a military solution. A lot of it is 
angry, written out of frustration over 
the mechanical and human failures 
of the raid. 

And some of it is strategic, like the 
neutron bomb idea sent in by a Cana¬ 
dian writer. There are a number 
of people trying to tell Brown that 
there must be a better way. 


Some examples: 

— A New Haven, Conn., man 
envisions a clandestine force that 
places radio-controlled incendiary 
devices in office buildings, homes 
and apartments in cities all over 
Iran. A few, placed in relatively 
harmless places, “such as in 
forests,” are then set off by satellite 
to demonstrate U.S. power to burn 
down much of Iran at will. 

— A Millburn, N.J., man would 
have an elite group of 100 CIA agents 
start a worldwide effort to kidnap 
prominent Iranians. After each kid¬ 
napping, a hitherto unheard of Mos¬ 
lem religious sect would claim re¬ 
sponsibility. Iranians would suspect 
U.S. involvement, but State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Hoddlng Carter 
would flatly deny it. 

"Although not the most reflective 
of American ideals,” the author 
notes, the plan would “achieve the 
desired effect: the hostages would be 
released." 

— A resident of a trailer park in 
California sets forth an elaborate 
international scheme in which the 
United States trades a "super mag¬ 
net” to the Soviet Union in exchange 
for “some of their sleeping gas that 
they used on the Afghans.” The gas is 
turned over to Israeli commandos 


who are paid “$100,000 per man to do 
the complete job for us.” 

In its methodical way, the Penta¬ 
gon has categorized the letters. There 
are 145 that are regarded as being 
“pro.” In the “con" category are 77. 
Another 106 are regarded as involv¬ 
ing only “general comment.” 

A careful reading of the letters, 
however, reveals that Brown can 
take little comfort fropi most of the 
letters. For example, here is one 
from an accountant in Stockton, 
Calif., that found its way into the 
"pro” pile: 

“You do have my sympathy, but 
not too much of it because you have 
allowed doddering, flattering, hesi¬ 
tating, vacillating people into your 
administration and into your mili¬ 
tary machine.” 

The general comment letters do 
not deal lightly with the U.S. military 
establishment, either. “You better 
send our Army to Israel and train,” 
wrote “a disgusted American.” A 
number of writers recommended that 
Brown subcontract part or all of any 
forthcoming mission to Israeli or 
West German commandos. 

Some of the letters criticizing 
Brown are rather direct: “To make 
the decision to go, to go with so 
damned little and to wreck three 


helicopters in the process and to lose 
one plane and one copter and eight 
lives shows you have only marshmal¬ 
lows in your bead," wrote a man from 
Columbia, S.C. 

Still others support Brown, but 
find other targets for their wrath. 
“Don't let the press and news media 
get you down,” wrote one woman. 
"They are fools, dwell on sensationa¬ 
lism In a flagrant manner. They seem 
to be trying to run matters." 

Another writer suggested "How 
about if we trade those nasty (and 
dumb) reporters for the hostages?" 

Then there were Irate taxpayers 
who saw fraud in the aborted raid. “I 
expect good helicopters for my 
money. Arc these things any safer 
than the Ford Pinto?" asked a man 
from Chicago. 

Many of the “general comment” 
letters show a markedly cautious 
attitude toward future military ven¬ 
tures. “It is discouraging to learn that 
our military capabilities are not 
equal to the task of keeping aloft a 
few aircraft,” wired one Palm 
Beach, Fla., resident. “I implore you 
not to attempt mining of any waters. 
A rescue may cause the loss of the 
entire fleet.” 

A doctor and his wife sent a wire 
from California that, short as it was, 
seemed to sum up much of the an¬ 
guish that is accumulating in the 
Pentagon's mailbag: 

“We are soft. Please fire the re¬ 
sponsible people. Where is Patton?" 


Federal Industry Minister Herb Gray calls 
it “a fair deal and a good deal for Canada.” 
Employment In Canada is forecast to rise 
from 9,800 workers in 1981 to 15,900 by 1984. The 
timing of the aid program has been arranged 
to ensure that, if Chrysler goes bankrupt 
before 1982, no federal guarantees will have 
been provided. 

Such protection for Ottawa is some com¬ 
fort, bearing in mind Chrysler’s dismal per¬ 
formance in recent years. But it is not so 
much the specific details which should con¬ 
cern Canadian taxpayers, or the question 
whether by some miracle Chrysler can arrest 
its downhill slide. It’s the general philosophy 
behind such help that must be considered. 

Stripping away the rhetoric, this is a 
company which managed to lose $1.2 billion in 
the U.S. last year and Will probably lose about 
$1 billion this year. And it is about to borrow 
from you. 

It is an occasion to ponder the broader 
meaning of “free enterprise.” Does it now 
mean that business management is free to 
make fundamental marketing errors and then 
expect public assistance if the error is big 
enough, if enough jobs are at risk, if enough 
votes are on the line? 

Goodness knows government subsidies, 
(sometimes known as grants, credit guaran¬ 
tees, low-interest or forgivable loans) are 
hardly new. One could argue that government 
helps people who find themselves in trouble — 
so why not a helping hand for Chrysler? 

The fundamental difference in the 
Chrysler case is that the current desperate 
need arises basically from poor management. 
Are General Motors and Ford alongside 
Chrysler hat in hand? 

If government bails Chrysler out this time, 
how can it turn away General Motors or Ford 
— or B.C. Forest Products for that matter— if 
the day ever came when management ran 
those corporations on the rocks? 


Whaling ‘error’ 

The meat of the sperm whale is not 
suitable for human consumption, so the Rus¬ 
sians have used it for years to feed minks and 
sables on fur farms. And they apparently 
continue to do so, ignoring the fact that 
commercial whaling of this species has been 
prohibited since October last year. 

Confirmation of that not unexpected news 
came in a report the other day on an exchange 
of telegrams last year between Soviet fishery 
officials and the International Whaling Com¬ 
mission. 

After the commission was informed Nov. 

30 that a Soviet fleet planned to catch sperm 
whales in the North Pacific from Nov. 13 to 
Dec. 31, it promptly reminded the Soviets of 
the ban. A reply came Dec. 6 saying the fleet 
had been ordered to stop but, so sorry, 
201 sperm whales had already been taken. 

The incident illustrates once more the So¬ 
viet Union’s contempt for the IWC. Such 
unfortunate whaling errors will occur again 
and again. Until the sperm whale is no more.

Few would deny that 
Tommy Douglas has made 
an outstanding contribu¬ 
tion to Canadian public life. 
As the pioneer of social 
reform, Medicare in par¬ 
ticular, he has helped thou-

sands of individuals. But 
whereas most people think 
of Tommy as a good and 
dedicated man, few think 
of him as a holy man — a 
Baptist preacher. 

His durable cohort, Stan¬ 
ley Knowles, is another de¬ 
pression-spawned prodder 
whose effort on behalf of 
veterans and senior citi¬ 
zens has earned him recog¬ 
nition as “Mr. Pension.” 
Yet despite his success as a 
public servant he is seldom 
thought of as a United 
Church minister.

Admired 
and respected by all, he 
was able to act as an unof¬ 
ficial padre for MPs. 

He, too, fell off the pedes¬ 
tal during the heated pipe¬ 
line debate when his close 
personal friend, C.D. 
Howe, was under bitter at¬ 
tack. Ironically he was 
driven to his intemperate 
outburst when fellow 
clergyman, Tommy Doug¬ 
las, irreverently bolted 
from his desk to shake his 
fist at the Speaker. 

Indubitably men of the 
cloth have and’ean make a 
useful contribution to pub¬ 
lic life. But, as in all things, 
there is a cost. Priests and 
pastors who wear partisan 
stripes on their sleeves will 
always be a little suspect 
by those of a different 
stripe.

Afghan tribesmen learning 
united resistance imperative 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan 
— Afghan insurgent tribes¬ 
men are beginning to real¬ 
ize a united front is essen¬ 
tial to win foreign military 
and economic support to 
rid their country of com¬ 
munism. 

The tribesmen, disillu¬ 
sioned with the disunity of 
Afghanistan's six major 
political groups, are pin¬ 
ning their hopes on holding 
a massive and traditional 
“Momasela Loya Jirga” 
(provisional grand coun¬ 
cil) to provide a united re¬ 
sistance front. 

So far, loosely knit Af¬ 
ghan rebel groups have 
been fighting the Kabul re¬ 
gime with little overall 
strategy. Private funds 
have been trickling in. Dis¬ 
cord among the Peshawar- 
based political factions has 
discouraged foreign coun¬ 
tries, particularly the Per¬ 
sian Gulf states, from sup¬ 
plying much-needed 
military aid. 

The meeting seems likely 
to come off. Jirga orga¬ 
nizers claim that more than 
900 tribesmen, religious 
leaders, intellectuals, sol¬ 
diers, farmers, students 
and professionals from 
Afghanistan's 28 provinces 
and four districts already 
have flocked to this dusty, 
stifling hot North West 
Frontier town. Some 1,000 
delegates are expected to 
attend the meeting. 

The assembly was first 
announced Jan. 4, only 
days after the Soviets in¬ 
vaded Afghanistan. But 
delegates apparently still 
are making their way by 
foot, camel or truck across 
the rugged mountains of 
their war-ridden country. 

Headquartered in a 
cramped office on the out¬ 
skirts of Peshawar, Jirga 
chairman Babrak Zai, a 
French-educated Kabul

magistrate, said they had 
hoped to begin proceedings 
before the Islamic foreign 
ministers’ conference now 
underway in Islamabad. 
The Pakistani government 
still must give them per¬ 
mission to hold the outdoor 
council. 

“We would then like to 
appoint a special delega¬ 
tion to travel to the confer¬ 
ence (in Islamabad) to 
plead our cause,” Babrak 
Zaisaid. 

All six political factions, 
five of which now are 
joined in a feeble alliance, 
participated in the original 
meeting calling for a jirga 
four months ago. Only two 
groups, however, have 
come out in full support of 
the council: Sayed Ahmad 
Gaiiani’s Islamic National 
Revolutionary Front and 
Sebratullah Mojadidi's Na¬ 
tional Front. 

The remaining groups, 
claiming it is illegal to hold 
a Loya Jirga outside Afgh¬ 
anistan and that war condi¬ 
tions make it impossible to 
establish a true representa¬ 
tion of the Afghan people, 
are known to be pressuring 
the Islamabad regime into 
banning the assembly. 

Pakistan government 
sources indicate, however, 
they will allow the meeting 
to go ahead. 

Traditionally, Loya 
Jirgas are held only when a 
consensus of Afghanistan’s 
ethnically diverse tribal 
groups is needed. 

There have been six so 
far this century. The one 
currently being planned 
would be the first ever to be 
held outside the country. 

Tribal leaders discussing 
the jirga’s prospects said 
that although they would 


prefer to act with the full 
support of the political par¬ 
ties, they would forge 
ahead anyway. 

“The political parties are 
interested in their own am¬ 
bitions and not in the strug¬ 
gle of the Afghan people 
against the Russians,” said 
Muhammad Hasham Za 
mani, a Pushtun from 
Kunar Province. 

Zaied Mohammad Shafi, 
a former Afghan army 
major who defected sev¬ 
eral days after the Soviet 
invasion, agreed and 
warned: “If the Russians 
were to leave now, the 
political groups would only 
provoke a crisis even more 
dangerous and violent than 
what is happening now.” 

Referring to recent re¬ 
marks made in Rome by 
Prince Wall, first cousin of 
deposed Afghan King 
Zahir, that he was pre¬ 
pared to help, the Afghans 
left little doubt that the 
royal family could not ex¬ 
pect a comeback. 

"Any Afghan is welcome 
to join the cause, but as a 
freedom fighter like every¬ 
body else,” said Babrak 
Zai. 

Although Afghans repea 
tedly ask why the West ap¬ 
pears to have forsaken 
their cause, they now are 
beginning to understand 
that a united front is ur¬ 
gently necessary if they 
ever hope to obtain foreign 
military and economic sup¬ 
port. 

There is much ill-feeling 
toward Iran’s Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini for 
blackening the name of 
Islam — and, above all, for 
robbing the Afghans of 
their publicity. 

But the toughest task 
facing the Loya Jirga will 
be to establish itself as the 
true representative of the 
Afghan people. 


Those vile weeds

TORONTO — There are few things 
more objectionable than a bad habit 
which is inflicted upon other people, who 
have otherwise given no indication that 
they are incapable of cultivating their 
own habits: 

Cigarette smoking is one bad habit 
whose proclivity for inveigling other 
people in its consequences has excited 
the attention of the medical commu¬ 
nity. 

Some medical researchers are ap¬ 
prehensive that non-smokers inadver 
tently inhaling the cigarette smoke of 
other people ae being exposed to formid¬ 
able health risks. This, the researchers 
(eel, is an Infringement upon the right of 
all people to a healthful atmosphere. 
Cigarette smoke, health experts have 
long believed, is a prime cause of sev¬ 
eral kinds of cancer and of respiratory 
diseases like emphysema. 

It is easy to grasp the public health 
implications of casual and continuous 
ingestion by innocent people of smoke 
not of their own making. But obliging 
non-smokers to participate in a habit 
they they do not choose for themselves, 
and many of them find irreconcilably 
beyond normal human understanding, 
has ethical significance. 

Smoking cigarettes in the presence of 
people who have endured the discipline 
required to avoid the habit is an unseem¬ 
ly act. It is a rough-hewn act of social 


aggression, several large notches above 
scratching an idelicatc part of the body 
while being the focal point of activity at 
a social gathering. 

Cigarette smoke, apart from the 
grievous detriment it wreaks upon sen¬ 
sitive organs of the body, occasions 
significant pulmonary discomfort. 

Cigarette smoke, when inflicted on 
bystanders or people known to be non 
smokers, is a discourtesy. It is an act of 
disrespect to inflict used cigarette 
smoke on other people, and causes dis¬ 
comfort. In all its important attributes, 
cigarette smoke is the moral equivalent 
of body odor. 

There is no discourtesy like uncon¬ 
scious discourtesy. There is no more 
triumphant discourtesy than discour¬ 
tesy so widespread in its application that 
its victims have stopped thinking of 
themselves as victims. 

Requiring anybody to inhale ciga¬ 
rette smoke produced by someone else is 
like requiring a person to drink the dirty 
bath water of someone else. It is an 
affront to dignity. Its prospect induces 
revulsion. 

People engaged in what has many of 
the earmarks of their own slow suicide 
should be asked to conduct their self-im- 
molation in private places, well 
screeened from public view. This would 
be an act of simple good manners to 
non-smokers.

OTTAWA — For our money, it has more work¬ 
ing against it than for it. 

But there are rumors about that Pierre Trudeau 
may ask his party at its next convention this July in 
Winnipeg to set a date for a leadership convention a 
year or two down the road. 

And with that out of the way, he, too, would hit 
the road, moving to Montreal with his three boys and 
leaving Finance Minister Allan MacEachen behind 
as interim leader of the Liberal party and govern¬ 
ment. 

To work, (and working against it) the theory 
assumes: 

• That Parliament would accept a government 
led by a person that hasn’t been elected as a 
government leader. 

• That Trudeau is prepared to abandon his per¬ 
sonal quest for a new constitution—a goal his 
closest associates say he wants to accomplish 
before getting out, and one that would assure him 
his place in history—at a time, assuming a “no” 
vote in next Tuesday’s Quebec referendum, when 
the country might well be ready to accept one. 

• That MacEachen would accept an interim 
leader’s job, perhaps hindering ambitions he might 
harbor to succeed Trudeau. 

On the other hand, those who suggest there may 
be some truth in the talk argue: 

• That, at 60, Trudeau is more interested in 
being a father to his young sons than the father of a 
new constitution. 

• That he feels politically vindicated by last 
February’s election. 

•That (again assuming a no-vote in the referen¬ 
dum) he is content to leave any mop-up unity 
operation in Quebec to another. 

•That he feels the fight against western separa¬ 
tism, and for greater Liberal support in that region, 
is more likely to succeed without him. 

To date, Trudeau has said only that he has no 
plans to run in the next federal election, and that he 
will announce the date of his retirement some time 
before then. 

Will he do it in Winnipeg? 

At this stage, we’re not taking any bets. 


Incidentally, in the unreported historic fact 
category, we’re told that a popularity poll commis¬ 
sioned by Tories late last year showed Canadians 
overwhelmingly favored Pierre Trudeau to Joe 
Clark as a leader. 

Interestingly, however, it showed Clark only 
marginally behind two Liberals who were thought at 
the time to be front-runners in the race to succeed 
Trudeau—Toronto lawyers John Turner and Don¬ 
ald Macdonald. 

John Who? Don Who? 


In 1975, the Liberal government of the day 
(then, as now, led by Pierre Trudeau) was heavily 
into economic restraint. 

It adopted wage and price controls after defeat¬ 
ing the party that advocated them—Robert Stan¬ 
field’s Conservatives. 

And, as a symbolic belt-tightening gesture, it 
cancelled federally funded July 1st festivities that 
had been costing taxpayers about $90,000 a year. 

In 1977, after the election of Rene Levesque’s 
separatist government the fall before, it threw that 
sort of restraint to the wind and put more than a 
million into a huge, nationally televised July 1 
spectacular to help promote Canadian unity. 

By July 1st this year, the Quebec referendum 
will be out of the way. 

Has the federal Liberal government decided to 
return to its 1970s parsimony? 

Not at all. 

The budget for this year’s celebration is a 
handsome $2 million. 


By the way, what is July 1st? 

For the past few years, federal bureaucrats and 
Liberals have been in the habit of calling it Canada 
Day. 

Legally, however, as the late John Diefenbaker 
liked to point out, it is still in the statute books as Do¬ 
minion Day. 

This year, crafty feds have found a way out of 
the dilemma. 

In the official statement on the 1980 July 1st pro¬ 
gram, State Secretary Francis Fox formally refers 
to it only as “Canada's Birthday.” 


Finally, in case he hasn't sent the memo yet, we 
felt we might save Privy Council Clerk Michael 
Pitfield the trouble of advising deputy ministers 
that they are to “respond positively” to requests 
from opposition critics for “factual briefings on the 
government’s operations.” 

In a note to Opposition Leader Joe Clark and 
NDP Leader Ed Broadbent, Pierre Trudeau says 
Pitfield has been instructed to make sure deputy- 
ministers give these kind of briefings because, in 
the prime minister's words, they are “healthy and 
useful.”

Why postal 
codes vital 
in speeding 

up the mail 


The letter from Rory R. 
Rickwood contains a lot of 
factual information. There 
are several points though 
that I would like to clarify. 

The machines that have 
been installed in major pos¬ 
tal plants across Canada 
cannot “home in” on street 
addresses but can sort to 
codes. So any mail that 
does not contain the postal 
code is rejected by the ma¬ 
chines and is sent for man¬ 
ual sorting. Coded, ma- 
chineable mall does take 
priority and that is why 
Canada Post has recom¬ 
mended to all mailers that 
they use the postal code on 
all their mail including 
their return address. 

First class mail that is 
rejected because it does not 
contain the postal code or is 
not machineable for other 
reasons still receives first 
class handling as there are 
always some postal clerks 
sorting manually. 

Canada Post handles all 
mail in a first in first out 
basis with first class taking 
priority. 

Without the postal code 
and the mechanized plants 
it is doubtful that Canada 
Post would be able to pro¬ 
vide the same standard of 
service with yearly mail 
volumes over the six billion 


mark. In any industry 
there is a normal error fac¬ 
tor of around three per cent 
but in Canada Post, where 
25 million pieces of mail 
are handled daily, an error 
factor of less than one per 
cent could leave a lot of 
unhappy customers. 

It is only through the 
hard work and dedication 
of postal workers such as 
Mr. Rickwood and the co¬ 
operation of most of our 
customers in using the pos¬ 
tal code that makes it pos¬ 
sible for Canada Post to 
provide a high level of ser¬ 
vice. The use of the postal 
code is increasing which 
means the mechanized 
plants are able to handle 
tremendous volumes of 
mail without undue delays.

Stocks plan 
still alive 

TORONTO (CP) — Proposals to promote Canadian 
investment in common stocks, introduced in the federal 
budget of the former Progressive Conservative govern¬ 
ment, now are part of a comprehensive government study 
on capital gains, says a finance department official. 

He said the proposals were being considered "par¬ 
ticularly in the light of wide discussion on the role and 
importance of capital gains taxation.” 

The proposed measures — capital gains taxation 
for equity-based registered retirement savings plans, 
which are currently taxed as income, and a Canadian 
common stock investment plan — were not reintro¬ 
duced by Finance Minister Allan MacEachen in his re¬ 
cent economic statement. 

Pearce Bunting, president of the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change, said the proposals would bring great eco¬ 
nomic benefits. 

“The effective operation of capital markets is the 
key to improving productivity in Canada." 

Under the proposals, a Canadian common stock invest¬ 
ment plan would allow an investor to contribute up to 
$10,000 a year for investment in common shares of 
Canadian companies listed on domestic stock exchanges, 
with a lifetime limit of $100,000. The capital gains would 
not be taxed until funds were taken out of the plan. 

The tax measure for registered retirement savings 
plans called for capital gains and dividends to be 
taxed at half rates when withdrawn. Currently, all 
amounts received from a plan are fully taxed as ordi¬ 
nary income. 


Ontario goes hunting 


TORONTO (CP) — Ontario Industry Minister 
Larry Grossman, saying he expects another 2,600 
Chrysler Canada layoffs by next year, will be 
heading to Geneva next week to drum up some auto 
investment on his own. Grossman said Monday he 
knows of at least six. and possibly up to 12, European 
automakers interested in investing in Ontario. 

The industry minister was careful not to be overly 
critical of the federal package worked out over the 
weekend to save the financially-troubled auto firm, 
but seemed less than certain that the $200-million 
deal will guarantee Chrysler a spot in the mar¬ 
ketplace. 

Gros&pian's misgivings about Chrysler were rea¬ 
lized partially Monday with the announcement from 
Detroit that the automaker will close its V-8 engine 
plant in Windsor, Ont., in August — idling another 
450 workers. Closure notice had been given but the 
August deadline was new.

U.S. dollar, too 

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. dollar lost strength on 
currency markets Monday as U.S. interest rates contin¬ 
ued to slide. Gold prices rose in Europe but fell later in the 
day in New York. 

In what a dealer here called "one of the quietest days” 
In recent weeks, gold fell $5.10 an ounce to $507.70 on the 
New York Commodity Exchange Inc. and was off $4 at 
$508 in later trading at Republic National Bank of New 
York. 

Earlier, gold rose $4 in Zurich to $512.50 and advanced 
$2.50 in London to $513. 

A reduction of one percentage point in the prime 
lending rate to 1614 per cent by Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Co. and Continental Illinois National Bank “had a minor 
effect” on currency exchanges, a New York dealer said. 

The yen showed strength Monday as investors seeking 
to maintain high yields abandoned the sagging U.S. dollar 
for the Japanese currency. 

The dollar slipped in heavy Tokyo trading to 230.20 
yen from Friday’s 231.90 and then dropped sharply in late 
New York dealings to 226.35 yen, down from 229.55 in the 
previous session. 

Late New York dollar quotations included: 1.7860 
West German marks, down from 1.8075; 4.1810 French 
francs, down from 4.2260; 1.6550 Swiss francs, down from 
1.6735; and 1.1742 Canadian dollars, down from 1.1782.

An internal police investigation 
has cleared two Saanich police offi¬ 
cers of an allegation they deliberate¬ 
ly tried to kill a prison escaper 
during an arrest in late 1978. 

The Saanich police board unani¬ 
mously accepted Police Chief Robert 
Peterson's report on the investigation 
Monday and gave the chief and the 
department "our full support.” 

Veteran officers Sgt. William Hill- 
coat and Thomas Lackey both went to 
hospital with gunshot wounds. 

Hillcoat was approaching the 
scene of a single-car crash at Cedar 
Hill Cross Road and McKenzie when 
he was hit in the abdomen and upper 
thigh. Hillcoat returned four shots, 
striking Lackey in each leg and 
causing gunshot fragmentation 
wounds to nis forehead and left eye. 

CONSTABLE Robert Love, who 
arrived on the scene moments later, 
grabbed the suspect by the hair and 
was holding him when Hillcoat stum¬ 
bled into them, causing Love's gun to 
accidentally discharge as it dropped 
to the ground, according to the re¬ 
port. 

Peterson, who prepared the six- 
page report at the request of board 
chairman Mayor Mel Couvelier, 
termed “ludicrous" an allegation by 
Lackey’s lawyer David Gibbons 
(during the trial) that "Hillcoat shot 
Lackey in the head at a range of less 
than three inches while Const. Love 
held the man by the hair from be¬ 
hind." 

PETERSON told the board that if 
such had been the case, extensive 
bone and tissue damage would have 
occurred and death would have been 
the outcome. 

“It seems highly unlikely that any- 


Barber joins centre fray 


Citing the controversy 
over the proposed harbor- 
front convention centre, 
Victoria MLA Charles Bar¬ 
ber (NDP) called Monday 
for the reform of the Pro¬ 
vincial Capital Commis¬ 
sion. 

Barber said the commis¬ 
sion should open its meet¬ 
ings. go to public tender for 
contracts, and become 
truly accountable to all the 
residents of Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

The 11-member commis¬ 
sion is made up of six pro¬ 
vincial appointees, includ- 
ing several cabinet 


ministers, two city repre¬ 
sentatives and one each 
from Saanich, Oak Bay and 
Esquimalt municipalities. 

Under the present Capi¬ 
tal Commission Act, the 
commission is responsible 
only to the cabinet, al¬ 
though its books can be au¬ 
dited by the comptroller- 
general. 

"The Provincial Capital 
Commission has not been 
open to the public in any 
important way. Closed 
meetings diminish public 
respect. 

"The commission must 
be made sensitive to many 


public voices, and not just 
business voices," he said. 

The NDP member said 
the Pan Pacific Society, 
the non-profit group of 
businessmen set up to run 
the centre, “is no longer an 
appropriate operating au¬ 
thority. 

“They . . . should be 
thanked for their dedicated 
efforts and be replaced by 
a truly representative pub 
lie authority.” 

Barber said other criti¬ 
cisms of the present pro¬ 
posal were that the public

$22,000 for green light 
to synchronize traffic 


Driving through Victoria 
may soon be a lot less frus¬ 
trating. 

If city council approves a 
request for $22,000 from the 
engineering department, 
Victoria’s 110 traffic sig¬ 
nals will be synchronized. 

This would end the 
motorist's seemingly ines¬ 
capable fate of arriving at 
every controlled intersec¬ 
tion just in time for the red 
light. 

In a report to council, 
city engineer John Sansom 
says the traffic signals are 
incorrectly timed because 
their sequence is based on 
traffic flow data that's 
many years old. 

The benefits of synchro¬ 
nization would be twofold, 
according to Sansom. 

Highway space would be 
used much more effective¬ 
ly and less time would have 
to be spent on dealing with 
complaints regarding the 
lack of synchronization 

Before synchronization 
can be achieved, current 
traffic data must be col¬ 
lected. Two people will be 
charged with that task, one 
permanent staff member 
and a temporary employee 
who would only be needed 
for one year. 

The $22,000 Sansom 
wants would also pay for 


the installation of a link to 
the University of Victoria's 
computer system. 

Traffic committee chair¬ 
man Aid. John Cooper says 
because of the lack of syn¬ 
chronization, some streets 
can handle only 60 per cent 
of their traffic capacity. 

Government Street, he 
says, demonstrates best 
the averse effects of ill- 
timed traffic signals. 


"The traffic lights were 
purposely timed to stop 
people at every intersec¬ 
tion. The aim was to dis¬ 
courage motorists from 
using Government, but it 
didn't work," he says. 

"They're using it anyway 
and traffic is often backed 
up for three blocks." 

The matter will be dis¬ 
cussed at today’s traffic 
committee meeting. 


one with sufficient knowledge of a 
handgun to know how to fire it could 
fail to hit his intended victim under 
such circumstances. That Hillcoat 
should miss under such conditions is 
inconceivable." 

Peterson said Gibbons made "cer¬ 
tain inferences about our members" 
during the trial. They included: 

The officers lied in court; the al¬ 
leged attempted execution resulted in 
Lackey losing his left eye. Const. 
Love “fiddled with the bullets” be¬ 
cause the single spent bullet was not 
the same as in his revolver; police 
testified five shots were fired, but he 
(Gibbons) counted six shots in Lack¬ 
ey’s left leg, right leg, wallet, heel, 
head and in the car door. 


IN A POINT by point rebuttal to 
these charges, Peterson pointed out 
that the trial judge directed the jury 
to disregard defence counsel's com¬ 
ments about the officers. 

However, once the jury had 
brought In its verdict and sentence 
was passed, the judge could have 
criticized the actions or testimony of 
the officers or directed an investiga¬ 
tion of the officers' conduct, Pe¬ 
terson noted. 

He said crown prosecutor Robert 
Mulligan had written him saying “it 
was my view that there was no 
proper foundation for any criminal 
charges against any member of the 
Saanich police department for con¬ 
duct in connection with this case." 


AND LACKEY had not initiated 
court action, Peterson said. 

A thorough debriefing and a fur¬ 
ther assessment of the case was con¬ 
ducted by senior officers because 
of the cloud cast by Gibbons’ allega¬ 
tions, the chief said. 

"Senior officers were satisfied the 


members had not lied in court," he 
said. 

Peterson told the board that Hill¬ 
coat, an 18-year veteran, and Love, 
who had nine years’ police experi¬ 
ence at the time of the incident, were 
both well trained in the use of fire¬ 
arms. 

“Either man could have killed 
Lackey with no difficulty at such 
close range and even If, inconceiv¬ 
able as it might be, the would-be 
executioner missed with one shot, he 
need only to have fired again more 
carefully. Instead, once Lackey was 
handcuffed, first aid was applied to 
his head injuries." 

PETERSON said Hillcoat (a cor¬ 
poral when the shooting occurred) 
knocked the gun from Love’s hand as 
he approached, the gun discharged, 
which undoubtedly accounted for 
powder burns found on Lackey, but 
this shot did not cause the eye injury. 

“It would have been impossible 
for wounds to Lackey’s face to have 
been caused by the accidental shot, 
unless it was a ricochet and, ballisti- 
cally, this, too, is highly unlikely. 

“It is therefore the unanimous 
opinion of the senior officers, includ¬ 
ing myself (without qualification), 
that the injury to Lackey's forehead 
and eye occurred when one of the four 
shots fired by Hillcoat hit a solid 
object, fragmented, and imbedded 
in Lackey's forehead and eye. No 
other explanation is possible, based 
on the available evidence," Peterson 
said. 

HE ADDED that the reason the 
cart- 

ridge casing of the one spent bullet in 
Love's gun differed from the five 
remaining bullets was because at the 
time of the shooting the depart¬ 
ment was switching to new ammuni¬ 
tion. 


Saanich agrees to Globe lease 


more studies of alternative 
sites, and the provincial 
government will not share 
operating deficits here, 
while it will share costs up 
to $300,000 in Vancouver.

Plans for an Elizabethan 
village on the 6.6-acre Mai- 
twood property at Royal 
Oak took a major step 
forward Monday when 
Saanich council agreed to 
negotiate a lease with the 
Lord Chamberlain's Play¬ 
ers Society. 

The lease, subject to 
satisfactory resolution of 
any problems which may 
come to light in staff re¬ 


ports ordered by council, 
will be for 30 years. 

It will contain clauses 
giving the society 18 
months in which to raise 
the $7.4 million needed for 
the ambitious scheme and 
an additional 30 months to 
complete the village of 65 
buildings and a replica of 
Shakespeare's Globe The¬ 
atre. 

The area houses The 


Thatch, a former restau¬ 
rant which became the 
home of the Maltwood fam- 
ily before being be¬ 
queathed as a museum and 
sold to Saanich last year by 
the University of Victoria 
for $375,000. 

Under the lease, to be 
presented to council within 
a month, the society will 
repay Saanich the $375,000 
plus interest from profits 


This does compute., 
man obeys data law 


The truth has leaked out. Man is really 
a machine in computer parlance. 

Or at least that was the inference 
Monday in one session of the Canadian In¬ 
formation Processing Society conference 
being held this week in Victoria. 

Nobel prizewinner in 1978 for economic 
sciences, Professor Herbert Simon, of 
Carnegie Mellon University in Pitts¬ 
burgh, left no doubt that he sees man as a 
machine. 

In a paper entitled Computer Simula¬ 
tion of Human Thinking he noted that 
there was "some sort of fear" many 
people had of computers turning men 
into machines. 

"Many of us now think humans are 
biological machines. 

“Many of us think, too, that man is an 
information processing machine which 
obeys the basic laws of the physical 
symbol system," he added. 

Simon didn’t think human dignity de¬ 
pended on man being something com¬ 
pletely different and unique and said his 
view was quite compatible with mankind 
being part of nature. 

A professor of psychology and com¬ 
puter sciences, Simon said computers and 


the human brain were both members of 
the physical symbols family. 

And when it comes to being a data 
processing system, he made it clear 
the human brain wasn’t all that fast 
compared to modem computers "as not 
much gets done in 10 to a 100 millise¬ 
conds." 

Simon explained how researchers 
have been studying humans solving prob¬ 
lems out loud so that computers could be 
programmed to simulate human think¬ 
ing. 

The purpose of the research was to 
obey the ancient injunction "know thy¬ 
self" and if man could understand how he 
thinks then he could probably find ways to 
enhance his cognitive abilities. 

But while he admitted many people 
were "uneasy” about such research, 
he claimed it was changing in a profound 
way “how the world operates and what it 
is all about." 

The conference, which has attracted 
almost 450 people from across Canada 
and the U.S., will conclude Wednesday. It 
includes a display of the latest com¬ 
puter and data processing hardware and 
software in the Empress Hotel—head¬ 
quarters for the gathering.

Garden Notes 




Newspaper readers are bombard¬ 
ed every spring with advertisements 
that illustrate the different designs of 
fencing along, of course, with the 
lumber prices, often right down to so 
much per runping foot of fence for all 
the materials, including nails. So, the 
homeowner who is seeking some pri¬ 
vacy for the backyard starts tallying 
up what it is going to cost him—and 
puts the whole thing off for yet an¬ 
other year! 

There is an alternative to building 
a fence to provide that desired pri¬ 
vacy in your outdoor living area and 
that is a good, solid hedge of a type 
that suits your requirements and 
your personal taste. Now, I’m not 
suggesting that it’s a less expensive 
means of enclosing your property- 
certain hedges could prove much 
costlier than a simple board fence— 
but the alternative is there. 

Before you dash out to buy some 
hedge plants, there are several ques¬ 
tions you should ask yourself. What 
eventual size would you like your 
hedge to be? How much time are you 
willing to spend in maintaining it? Do 
you want an evergreen or a deciduous 
hedge? 

Many home owners fail to ask 
themselves these questions and come 
to rue the day they planted their 
hedge because it has proven unsight¬ 
ly or impractical or difficult to main¬ 
tain. 

First of all, you should assess 
where in the yard you miss your 


privacy the most so you can deter¬ 
mine the logical place to plant it and 
the length of ground you’ll need to 
cover. Then you should determine 
what eventual height you wish it to 
achieve and to be held at. Should it go 
straight up or would a bushy one 
better serve the purpose? 

Another major decision is whether 
you prefer a deciduous or an ever¬ 
green hedge. Evergreen hedges stay 
green all winter but are more easily 
broken by the weight of ice and snow 
A coastal snowstorm with its deposit 
of heavy, wet snow can wreak havoc 
upon such a hedge and such storms 
are not entirely unknown in Victoria. 

The best way to pick the hedge for 
your yard is to find the one you like 
most in a local display garden or 
nursery. If it’s flourishing, then it 
likely suits the area and will do well 
for you too. Choose a hedge that, at 
maturity, fits the height and width of 
the space you wish to fill. Hedge 
plants come in all shapes and sizes, 
from dwarf varieties to 12-foot ever¬ 
greens. 

Some hedges are slow-growing 
and take a long time to reach the 
height you want. Evergreens gen¬ 
erally fall into this category but they 
are long-lasting and need little trim¬ 
ming, no minor consideration. Also, 
evergreen hedges can be encouraged 
to grow faster and in better health by 
treating them to a strong jet-like 
daily shower from the garden hose. 

Consider how much time you want 


to spend fiddling with hedge trjm- 
ming. The Chinese elm needs clipping 
every couple of weeks and is a njon- 
ster in the making. I speak from 
experience because we planted onfe at 
a previous home and tne beast was 
swift to emulate Tospy and I wouldn't 
be surprised if it’s the first egrth 
vegetation to reach Mars. 

Environment must also be Con¬ 
sidered. For example, the amount of 
sun in the location would determine 
whether you should plant a flowering 
hedge. A less-than-sturdy type of 
hedge would not do where there pre 
numerous large dogs and bumptious 
children thrashing about. The rela¬ 
tive dampness of the soil is some¬ 
times a consideration too. 

Take a list of all these conditipns 
of the location of your future hedge to 
a local nursery so they can help J’ou 
choose the best variety for ypur 
needs. There are so many variations, 
according to the specific location, 
that this kind of Individual selection is 
most important. And since, like a 
lawn, you’ll be living with your hedge 
for some years, it's worth the extra 
time and effort. 

Another important consideration 
in choosing a hedge would be whether 
you want a well-trimmed or a bushy 
one. Many of the flowering hedges 
such as cinquefoil are better (eft 
bushy. If a shaped, formal hedge is 
what you want, then plants like the 
Alpine currant or dwarf ninebark 
would be better.

Coach resigns 

QUEBEC (CP) — Jacques Demers, the 35-year- 
old coach of Quebec Nordiques, submitted his 
resignation Monday during a director’s meeting of 
the NHL club. Andre Boudrias, who served as 
assistant to Demers last season, ranks as a top 
contender for the vacant post but a Nordiques 
official said a new coach will not be named until 
after the NHL meetings in Montreal next month. 

Demers, who replaced Marc Bolleau behind the 
bench of the Nordiques on June 6, 1978, guided the 
team to a second-place finish in the 1978-79 World 
Hockey Association season with a 41-34-5 record. He 
continued as coach when Quebec became one of four 
WHA clubs to join the NHL last June. The Nordiques 
had the best record of the expansion teams in the 
first half of the season before being decimated by 
injuries ahd finishing last in the five-team Adams 
Division and 19th in the over all standings with a 
mark of 25-44-11. 

Demers had a running feud with a number of the 
Nordiques’ players as well as the local media for 
most of the second half of the campaign. He is 
reported to have told one reporter that unless 
drastic changes were made to the team during the 
summer, he would not return. 

Iranians asked to leave 

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — Indonesian author¬ 
ities asked Iranian soccer players to leave the 
country Monday after an unruly performance by the 
players and their coach during a match in the north 
Sumatra capital of Medan. The incident took place 
during a match between Iran and the Netherlands 
Sunday night. The Netherlands won 2-1. 

The Iranian players refused to accept a penalty 
kick awarded to the Netherlands for a hand-ball 
committed by one of the Iranian players. Two of the 
Iranian officials Joined the team in protesting. The 
Iranians finally gave in and allowed the Nether¬ 
lands to take the penalty kick, which was missed, 
but a fight broke out when both Iranian officials 
attacked the Indonesian referee after the game. 
The Iranian players were saved by security officials 
from angry Indonesian fans.

These were the first steps taken by the government 
to indicate its displeasure with the N.Z. Olympic 
Association's decision last week to compete at Mos¬ 
cow.

Junior hockey officials seeking 
needed playoff format changes 


Holroyd dethrones Mick 
Gorge clubmate wins, too

Changes are needed In 
major junior hookey play¬ 
offs and they’ll be made. 

That’s the word from 
Victoria Cougar coach 
Jack Shupe, who repre¬ 
sented the Western Hockey 
League club at the Memo¬ 
rial Cup playoffs in Regina 
last week. 

“We’re looking at 
changes in our playoffs and 


the Memorial Cup, particu¬ 
larly after that business on 
Friday,” Shupe said Mon¬ 
day, referring to the uproar 
after the WHL champion 
Regina Pats were elimin¬ 
ated from the three-team, 
double-round robin series. 

Ontario-champion Peter¬ 
borough Petes, who earlier 
clinched a spot in the final, 
had held a 4-1 lead over 
Cornwall Royals but the 


Quebec Major Junior 
League champions came 
on with four straight goals 
for a 5-4 win and a berth in 
Sunday’s final. Royals won 
the Cup with a 3-2 overtime 
victory. 

Peterborough finished 
the elimination round at 3- 
1, Cornwall was 2-2, the 
Pats 1-3. 

"I couldn’t believe the 
reaction of fans and the 


media,” Shupe said. “They 
were on Peterborough 
from the start of Friday's 
game and wouldn’t accept 
any other explanation but 
that the Petes were out to 
throw the game. Reporters 
in the paper and on open¬ 
line shows Saturday were 
telling fans to stay away 
from the final, even though 
the rink had been sold out.” 

Shupe said Cornwall 


played well In the third 
period Friday, scored two 
powerplay goals, and do¬ 
minated the Petes. 

Getting back to the WHL 
playoffs, where Shupe and 
the Cougars suffered 
through a similar incident 
In Western Division round- 
robin play involving Seattle 
Breakers and Portland 
Winter Hawks, the Cougar 
coach said the league is 
studying several sugges¬ 
tions to avoid such situa¬ 
tions. 

"There’s a proposal that 
once a team qualifies for 
the final, it should play no 
more games. The other two 
teams would then play off 
for the second spot. 

“Then there’s a plan 
whereby the first-place fin¬ 
isher in league play would 
get two bonus points, the 
second-place club one and 
the third-place club none.” 

As for the Memorial Cup, 
Shupe feels letting the fi¬ 
nalists from the host league 
into the series may solve 
the problem. The final ro¬ 
tates between the three 
leagues on a annual basis 
so a league would have two 
qualifiers every third year. 
The 1981 Cup series will be 
played in an Ontario city.

Fans tarnish Royals cup win 


REGINA (CP) — Defen¬ 
ceman Robert Savard's 
dash down the ice for a 
goal after only 88 seconds 
of overtime gave Cornwall 
Royals the Memorial Cup 
Sunday in a dramatic sud¬ 
den-death finish to a play¬ 
off series marred by mob 
scenes and egg throwing. 
Cornwall won 3-2. 

Ron Scott’s superb goal¬ 
tending was the key factor 
in Cornwall's unanticipat¬ 
ed but well-deserved vic¬ 
tory. Unfortunately, the 
jubilant Royals' triumph 
was overshadowed by ac¬ 
cusations that the defend¬ 
ing champion Peter¬ 
borough Petes had 
deliberately lost an earlier 
round-robin game to en¬ 
sure that the hometown Re¬ 
gina Pats would not reach 
the final. 

Peterborough’s Inept 
performance in the round- 
robin encounter Friday 
night allowed the Royals to 
scramble from behind a 
three-goal deficit and steal 
a 5-4 decision that put them 
in Sunday's final Instead of 
the Western Hockey 
League champion Pats. 

Partisan fans in the Re¬ 
gina Agridome reacted an- - 
grily, launching a barrage 
of insults and debris at the 
Peterborough bench. 

The fan resentment 
spilled over into Sunday’s 
game that decided Can¬ 
ada’s major junior hockey 
championship. Only about 
3,000 of 5,736 fans who had 
purchased tickets showed 
up for the game. They 
brought with them signs 
decidedly uncomplimen¬ 
tary to the Petes. 

Most banners zeroed In 
on Peterborough manager- 
coach Mike Keenan. 

Eggs were rocketed at 
the Peterborough bench 
throughout the game, forc¬ 


ing Keenan to take evasive 
action on at least three oc¬ 
casions. A live chicken was 
tossed onto the shoulder of 
Petes defenceman Stuart 
Smith. 

Referee Murray Harding 
had to stop play at least a 
dozen times while crews 
scraped off the ice surface. 
A final fusilade of eggs, 
soft drinks, popcorn and 
paper was directed at the 
dejected Petes as they 
gathered at centre ice for 
presentation ceremonies. 

The incidents convinced 
the Canadian Major Junior 
Hockey League that a 
change is needed in the 
current Memorial Cup 
playoff format — a three- 
team double round-robin 
leading to a sudden-death 
final. 

The Pats left their fate In 
the hands of other teams by 
losing their first three 
round-robin games, 5-4 and 
4-3 to Peterborough and 5-3 
to Cornwall. They finally 
managed to thrash the 
Quebec champion Royals 
11-2 but needed a Peter¬ 
borough triumph over 
Cornwall to sneak into the 
final. Peterborough, repre¬ 
senting the Ontario Major 
Junior Hockey League, had 
beaten Cornwall 8-6 earlier 
in the series, which began 
in Brandon and ended in 
Regina. 

Defenceman Dave 
Ezard, described by gen¬ 
eral manager-coach Doug 
Carpenter as the Royals' 
“right arm," and captain 
Dan Doust scored the other 
Cornwall goals, both on the 
power play. Ezard was 
chosen the tournament’s 
outstanding player. 

The Petes got their goals 
from Smith and Terry Bo- 
vair. 

Cornwall’s Dale Hawer- 
chuk, an Oshawa, Ont., na¬ 
tive whose father was bom 
in Wynyard, Sask., did not 
take a penalty during the 
series while producing one

Only ruffles, color 
disturb the calm

NEW YORK — The fashion business 
is going to pieces. 

Taking their cue from the way women 
are buying clothes these days, adding 
a jacket here, a sweater or blouse or other 
spare part to brighten up what they 
already own, designers presenting their 
collections for fall have zeroed in on 
individual, often luxury separates to spice 
up customers' wardrobes. 

In an obvious bow to the current 
economy, clothes are mostly familiar and 
safe, occasionally to the point of being 
dull, with no drastic changes to put 
things out of date, no strong new direc¬ 
tions in sihouette or hem to make anyone 
uncomfortable with what is coming up or 
what they already own. 

In fact, only ruffles disturb the calm. 
Blouses are ruffled, sweaters have ruf¬ 
fles and even wool suits and pants (in the 
hands of Bill Blass) get the ruffle treat¬ 
ment as a way to make classic shapes look 
pretty and femine. 

The other indicator for fall 1980 is 
color. It can be used as minimally as a 
pair of bright-colored shoes or hose or as 
boldly as a bicolored dress or coat. Purple 
of every shade is still the New York 
designers’ passion, although it was rare¬ 
ly seen on the fashion runways in Paris or 
Milan. Pastels are prevalent, particularly 
pink, and the brights include red, teal, 
white and black. 

Color is the big spirit-lifter, says 
Marjorie Schlesinger Deane, president of 
Tobe associates, merchandising consul¬ 
tants to top stores. "Today, clothes must 
not only look good and feel good, but must 
make you feel good wearing them,’ she 
says. 

Among those things designers are 
counting on to lift their customers' spir¬ 
its, as well as their own profits, are: 

• Silhouetttes loosened up from their 
snug fits of a year ago, but not nearly as 
oversized as in the Annie Hall era. Blou- 
sons, bomber Jackets, full skirts, full 
pants, capes, tent coats and dresses carry 
out this look. 


• Less-exaggerated shoulder widths, 
but shaped with sleeves that are rounded 
and full at the top. (Only Calvin Klein has 
noticeably broadened shoulders for fall.) 

• Hemlines holding at just below the 
knee, though long full skirts are a .real 
option. Sweaters and tunics, shown by 
some as minis and opaque hose, can 
be worn with pants or skirts by the 
not-so-young or not-so-slim. 

• Sweaters becoming increasingly 
important for daytime or evening, par¬ 
ticularly when handmade, or appearing 
handmade, whether classic Fair Isles 
or fragile mohairs and angoras. A tilt to 
something that hasn’t been around for a 
while—the sweater, sweater set and 
sweater dress, obvious winners in an 
energy-short economy. (Anne Klein, who 
last year made two sweaters, has 21 for 
next fall.) 

• Pants loosening from their 
straight-and-narrow fit to a fullness that 
often comes from pleats. Including the 
classic-length trouser, pants hit every¬ 
place from the knee down except for the 
extra length of past seasons, which would 
flop over the shoe. 

The first hint that designers were 
offering pieces of clothing rather than 
total costumes was in the Halston show 
when models began exchanging jackets 
and coats to show off their versatility. A 
black velvet jacket, for example, first 
shown with a matching skirt, was then 
shown with gray flannel trousers, then 
with an evening costume. 

“No one is going to buy anything 
unless it is totally useful but also irresist¬ 
ible,” insists Oscar de la Renta, who is 
counting on passementerie on suede and 
wools, bright colored ottoman-suits, eve¬ 
ning dresses of black velvet and ribbon- 
trimmed satin to start consumers spend¬ 
ing. 

De la Renta and others won't have 
long to wait to see how irresistible their 
styles are. The first test will be the buyers 
who are placing their orders in New 
York this week. And the test that really 
counts comes in July when this merchan¬ 
dise first arrives in stores.

Expensive mix 
with fall clothes of yore

NEW YORK — Fall 1980 will be a season of 
fashion choices for North American women— 
especially if they have money. 

Top U.S. designers have proved through the 
fall-winter collections they’ve unveiled over the 
last few weeks that they are a much gutsier 
breed than the nation’s stockbrokers who 
have panicked at every new and gloomier 
report on the current recession. 

The country’s finest in the rag trade have 
hung in there, undaunted by economic fore¬ 
casts. and produced their most expensive 
fall collections ever. 

From Ralph Lauren's practical, preppy 
blazer-and-grey-flannel ensembles, through 
Hanae Mori’s geometric chiffons with asym¬ 
metrical hemlines, to Kansai Yamamoto's gold 
breast plates with glittering gold pants, prices 
are high. 

But most of the designers have concentrat¬ 
ed on separates that definitely can be mixed 
with clothes of yore and. when the copies come 
out. the wardrobe rehabilitation process in 
general should be a little easier this year. 

While Paris designers fussed and fooled 
around with hemlines for the fall season— 
bringing the mini out of mothballs for the 
first time in a decade, America’s top labels 
inched their hemlines up just a tag, to the knee. 


And while hemlines sneaked up, shoes went 
the other way. Stilettos are out. Low heels are 
in—flats for daytime and one- to two-inch high 
heels for evening. 

One of the reasons cited for the higher 
prices is increased fabric costs. 

“A silk I sampled two years ago for $11 a 
yard is today $31,” designer Koos Van Den 
Akker moaned. 

Van Den Akker, who says he tried to 
capture the “walls of the old palaces’’ the 
“beautiful marbles," “the decadence" of Ven¬ 
ice in his fall collection continues to create his 
own “fabrics" by putting fabrics of different 
textures, patterns and colors together. Not a 
cheap process. 

Cashmere, alpaca, ultra-suede, tulle, crepe 
de chine, mohair satin and silk abound in the 
collections. Daytime colors are duller—hunter 
greens, beiges, greys and blacks—but eve¬ 
ning colors range from the “little black dress" 
to fushia, hot pink and fire engine red. 

As for pants, baggies are out and the 
standard look was pleated, straight legged 
pants, with 6rwithout cu'a. 

Another out is the ..inky, slitted “tube" 
skirt of last season. Most skirts were bell 
shaped and worn with pullovers, over sized jac¬ 
kets cut well below the waist or capes. 

Calvin Klein, one of the most talked about 
U.S. designers in Europe, showed a casual, easy 


to wear collection of cashmere coals and wool 
dresses cut like smocks, high-collared silk 
dresses and “bomber” jackets of leather and 
nylon. 

Albert Capraro, a favorite of former First 
Lady Betty Ford, made piping his trademark 
for the season using black piping on his tailored, 
daytime wool dresses and a glittering sil¬ 
ver piping on evening wear. 

Halston, former First Lady Jackie Ken¬ 
nedy’s favorite, showed lots of tailored, vesket- 
lenglh jackets in black Velvet, grey flannel and 
chocolate ultra-suede in his sports wear line, 
while his designer collection got fancier, fea¬ 
turing billowing, strapless, bright colored tulle 
dresses and slinky, transparent numbers with 
strategic beading. 

As for prices, Geoffrey Beene's aren’t 
unusual. He’s charging $590 retail for his shape¬ 
less Beene bag dresses; his “restaurant" or 
knee-length evening clothes are "beautifully 
priced," a spokeswoman said, at $140 (“that’s 
cost, for retail you double it”) to $1,600 
and $1,800 for the really fancy stuff (also 
cost). 

A spokesman for Capraro said his grey 
flannel daytime dresses sell for about $160 
retail, the full-length ostrich feather evening 
skirts and dresses about $750 to $1,500 retail 
and an evening wear collection of bright taffeta 
tartan plaids about $350.

No one knows why some 
viruses and bacteria flour¬ 
ish best in the genital 
areas. Nor do we know why 
other bacteria and viruses 
set up housekeeping in the 
brain, for example, to 
cause meningitis. 

The ability of these 
micro-organisms to seek 
out a particularly favored 
location in the body is 
called “tropism." There is 
no satisfactory answer to 
explain it. These orga¬ 
nisms may have existed in 
other forms earlier in 
world history, then 
changed themselves 
(through gene changes) 
and adapted themselves to 
living in particular body 
areas. Your question is a 
curious one I get frequent¬ 
ly. This is the best answer I 
can come up with.

have had Pap smears. 
Would the herpes virus 
show up on this? 1 am very 
worried I might have this 
virus and not even know it.

The herpes virus is not 
always deteetible on a Pap 
smear. If the specimen is 
from blister or ulcer areas, 
then it can be seen. If you 
do not have the blisters, 
ulcers or pain, you should 
not worry about it. It is a 
very common infection. 
Only when it is actively 
causing pain, blister, or ul¬ 
ceration prior to delivery is 
there need for real con¬ 
cern.

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Convention centre bill first since April 2 


The B.C. Trade and Convention Centre Act, 
Bill 23, moved through second reading in the 
Legislature Monday, the first piece of legisla¬ 
tion to move since April 2. 

Monday was the 52nd sitting day of the 
current session of the Legislature, which 
opened Feb 29. 


Since that day, only the throne speech, the 
budget speech and Interim Supply Bill 11 have 
been approved. 

Unanimous approval of Bill 23, which In¬ 
cludes funding for Victoria’s convention centre 
as well as Vancouver's Trade and Convention 
Centre, at second reading means the legisla¬ 


tion will now move into clause-by-clause study 
when it is re-introduced. 

The only actual legislation passed was in¬ 
terim supply. It was moved through from first 
to third reading on 'April 2 and given royal 
assent next day.

Energy Minister Robert 
McClelland admits the 
province would lose money 
in the initial years of a 
$5-billlon coal deal with 
japan. 

The package now being 
negotiated is based on long- 
range contracts with esca¬ 
lating prices, he told a 
weekend news conference 
at Prince George. 

"The present price of 
coal won’t pay for the in¬ 
frastructure now, but over 
the years the payback in¬ 
creases,” he said. 

“We've got to put money 
in right now or we don’t get 
anything back for a long 
time.” 

It is estimated that an 
investment of $675 million 
would be needed to build 
and upgrade rail links, buy 
rolling stock and upgrade 
the port of Prince Rupert to 
get the coal to market.

The present minimum 
wage is $3 an hour.

B.C. hotel space 
is tight this year 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
"No vacancy" signs could 
become a familiar sight for 
those touring B.C. this 
summer without hotel 
reservations. 

Tourism officials are 
predicting 15 to 20 per cent 
more visitors than in 1979 
and visitors are being ad¬ 
vised to book at least some 
of their accommodation as 
early as possible—espe¬ 
cially if they have a specif¬ 
ic hotel or motel in mind. 

"It’s going to be pretty 
tight throughout all the 
more popular parts of the 
province,” warns Lloyd 
Manuel, executive vice- 
president of the B.C. Hotels 
Association. 

Campers are also being 
told to expect problems if 
they leave it until early 
evening before looking for 
a campsite. 

“People who pull into a 
campsite by mid-afternoon 
should not have any diffi¬ 
culties but they should not 
keep driving until dinner 
time and then expect to 
find a convenient camp¬ 
site,” said John Walter of 
the provincial parks 
branch. 

Government forecasts 
expect tourists will pump 
$1.8 billion into B.C.’s econ¬ 
omy this year. Owners, em¬ 
ployees and suppliers of 
hotels, campsites, restau¬ 
rants and other tourist fa¬ 
cilities will share in the 
bonanza resulting from a 
devalued Canadian dollar, 
higher gas prices in the 


U.S. and soaring inflation 
in Europe. 

While frequent Increases 
in U.S. gasoline prices may 
deter Californians from 
driving to Canada this 
summer, it appears B.C. 
will get its’usual number of 
Oregon visitors and see a 
big increase in the number 
of Washington state resi¬ 
dents. 

A spokesman for the 
American Automobile As¬ 
sociation in Seattle said so 
many people had request¬ 
ed information about Can¬ 
ada “that we aretemporar- 
ily out of brochures." 

“We’re paying up to $1.44 
a gallon, we're still on an 
odd-even basis for buying 
gas and many stations are 
only opening for a limited 
number of hours." 

B.C. Tourism Minister 
Pat Jordan says visits by 
U.S. residents to B.C. dur¬ 
ing the first two months of 
this year were up 17 per 
cent over the same period 
in 1979. 


"The whole northeast 
area of the province would 
be opened up if the coal 
goes ahead.” 

The minister suggested 
coal-producing countries 
form an organization simi¬ 
lar to the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, the world oil 
cartel. 

"Perhaps we need to get 
together with the other coal 
marketing countries so we 
don't screw each other, not 
exactly the coal version of 
OPEC, but close to it,” he 
said. 

News reports last week 
said the federal govern¬ 
ment voiced concern dur¬ 
ing talks in Victoria that 
the return orvjhe coal deal 
would not ^stify the in¬ 
vestment. """ 

The federal government 
was reported to have 
agreed to share the cost of 
a $60 million port develop¬ 
ment at Prince Rupert and 
a $215-million railway spur 
line. 

However, it was later re¬ 
vealed that Ottawa's offer 
hinged on agreement by 
B.C. to guarantee non-dis- 
criminatory taxation of the 
proposed Alaska Highway 
natural gas pipeline 
through the province. 

Premier Bennett then 
said that B.C. would under¬ 
take the full cost of the coal 
development if the federal 
government refused to get 
involved.

Highways Minister Alex 
Fraser has ruled out con¬ 
struction of a second Island 
highway from Duncan to 
Campbell River. 

The proposal for an in¬ 
land highway to help re¬ 
lieve traffic congestion be¬ 
tween the two cities was 
made Saturday by dele¬ 
gates to the annual meeting 
of the Association of Van¬ 
couver Island Municipali¬ 
ties. 

They cited increasing 
traffic congestion on the 
highway since the new 
northern section to Port 
Hardy opened last year and 
heavy trucking activity on 
the southern portion. 

Fraser said Monday 
twinning the Island High¬ 
way is not feasible. He said 
the section between Dun¬ 
can and Nanaimo has al¬ 
ready been four-laned and 
is adequate for traffic vol¬ 
umes. 

The biggest problem with 
the proposal is land acqui¬ 
sition, he said. His depart¬ 
ment spent $20 million last 
year just on buying prop¬ 
erty for new highway 
rights of way. 


Federal funding for any 
energy projects designed to 
reduce Canada's oil con¬ 
sumption will depend on 
Ottawa getting a fair deal 
on a new oil-pricing agree¬ 
ment, Energy Minister 
Marc Lalonde said Mon¬ 
day. 

Lalonde. who met for two 
hours with B.C. counter¬ 
part Robert McClelland, 
said the federal govern¬ 
ment supports any decision 
to reduce oil consumption, 
but financial concerns are 
another matter 

“1 have indicated myself 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment was ready to look at 
all projects having to do 
with moving off oil, but in 
order to contribute finan¬ 
cially, the federal govern¬ 
ment would have to get out 


of a new pricing arrange¬ 
ment enough funds to be 
able to contribute to some 
of those projects." 

The B.C. government is 
looking for federal money 
for its proposed natural gas 
pipeline from the mainland 
to Vancouver Island. 

Lalonde said Nova Scotia 
had also asked for federal 
money to move away from 
oil-generated electricity— 
"hundreds of millions of 
dollars which we don’t have 
at the present time. 

“It’s a matter of getting 
the necessary funds out of 
the new oil-pricing ar¬ 
rangement so that the fed¬ 
eral government can fulfill 
Its responsibilities.” 

“We’ve got a $M-billion 
deficit at the present time 
and we have no money, 
period, to do anything more 
than what we're doing at 
the present time.” 


Lalonde will be meeting 
with Alberta energy min 
istry officials today, but 
says he doubts an agree¬ 
ment will be signed. More 
meetings are planned for 
June, he said, and the July 
1 target date for an agree¬ 
ment still stands. 

Meanwhile, McClelland 
said the B.C. government 
has reiterated its strong 
opposition to any move by 
Ottawa to place an export 
tax on natural gas. B.C. 
would lose several million 
dollars in revenue if such a 
tax is imposed. 

But McClelland said La- 
londe would not confirm 
that such a tax won't be 
brought in. 

Lalonde said alterna¬ 
tives are being discussed to 
ensure that producing 
provinces get a fair return 
for their resources but he 
declined to be specific. 


Extended beds up 


Health Minister Rafe 
Mair said Monday that ex¬ 
tended-care beds in B.C. 
had increased more than 30 
per cent since 1976. 

Responding to charges 
that his ministry was fail¬ 
ing to keep up with demand 
for such beds, he told the 
Legislature that in 1976 
there were 3,946 extended- 
care beds in the province. 
“Today there are 5,786 ex¬ 
tended-care beds, an in¬ 


crease of 1,840 or 31.8 per 
cent.” 

“The hospital section of 
my ministry is actively 
working with the regional 
district to ensure that 
about 300 more beds are 
built immediately,” he 
said. “More will be ap¬ 
proved as soon as the re¬ 
gional district's study of 
extended care pinpoints the 
most appropriate loca¬ 
tions” 


Mair said waiting 
periods for extended-care 
beds still caused him con¬ 
cern. 


"Waiting periods for ex¬ 
tended-care beds vary 
widely, from one to six 
months in the Capital Re¬ 
gion and from no waiting 
period to a year in the rest 
of the province outside 
Vancouver,” he said.

Delay angers Saanich 


Saanich is being given the run-around by the attor¬ 
ney-general’s ministry in a request for fund3 to hire a 
youth and family counsellor for the police department's 
youth and community services program, the municipal 
police board was told Monday. 

“It’s just unbelievable the runaround I’m getting, 
trying to get an answer from ministry staff,” Mayor Mel 
Couvelier said. 

"People I talk to assure me there will be no prob¬ 
lem obtaining the 370,000 needed. They tell me it is 
supposed to be in place.” 

Couvelier, board chairman, admitted he was at a 
loss to know what else to do to make the ministry aware 
the program was in serious jeopardy if the money was 
not forthcoming 

“Repeatedly, I’ve been told by officials in the min¬ 
istry a final decision will be handed down imminently, 
but we're still awaiting that decision." 


Couvelier, instructed by the board last month to ar¬ 
range a meeting with Attorney-General Allan Wil¬ 
liams to discuss the program, said he had attempted to 
follow instructions, “but I’ve been headed off by his 
officials.” 

Couvelier told the board last month that he had been 
assured by a ministry official that a decision would 
be handed down in two weeks. 

Police Chief Robert Peterson said he had received 
a similar assurance last week from the deputy min¬ 
ister. 

The board agreed earlier this year to divert $200,000 
of the police budget to restructuring the youth divi¬ 
sion, on the understanding the province would provide 
money for the counsellor. 

The ministry approved on Feb. 12 a $7,000 grant for 
a consultant to prepare the program. The additional 
$70,000 is needed to hire a counsellor for two years for 
the pilot project. 


Hydro aiming dt wind Lukewarm opening 
with experiment unit for convention plan

B.C. Hydro may use wind 
energy units in some of its 
diesel stations in the prov¬ 


ince if testing of an experi¬ 
mental unit on southern 
Vancouver Island proves 
successful, a Hydro engi¬ 
neer said Monday.

Three kinds of cannabis, scientist testifies 


Two scientists called by 
the defence told a Victoria 
county court jury Monday 
there were three species of 
cannabis. 

Dr. Richard Schultes of 
Harvard University and 
Dr. William Emboden of 
California State University 
were testifying at the open¬ 
ing of the defence case 


in the trial of eight men 
accused of importing 33.S 
tons of cannabis marijuana 
near Tofino a year ago and 
possession of marijuana 
for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing. 

Defence counsel William 
Deverell told the jury in his 
opening remarks that the 
Narcotic Control Act only 


included cannabis sativa, 
and marijuana was defined 
as that, and cannabis indi- 
ca was not defined. 

“It's a controversy, no 
doubt about that,” said De¬ 
verell. 

(During the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case, one witness 
said analysis of what was 
found near Tofino was can- 


Provincial court 


A preliminary hearing 
into a charge of first-de¬ 
gree murder against a 35- 
year-old William Head in¬ 
mate began Monday in Vic¬ 
toria provincial court. 

Michael Thomas Leslie 
was charged in the March 
16 death of fellow-inmate 
William Engel, who died 
from stab wounds follow¬ 
ing an incident at the fed¬ 
eral medium-security pris¬ 
on. 

The hearing is expected 
to last until Wednesday. 

ANOTHER 35-year-old 
inmate at William Head, 
Adam Burt Crowdis, was 
given concurrent, 30- and 
60-day terms after he 
pleaded guilty to false pre¬ 
tences and fraud. 

Crowdis, serving a three- 
year term imposed Feb. 4 
this year at Vernon for 11 
counts of fraud and one 
count of false pretences, 
entered guilty pleas to an 
Oct. 5 false pretence 
charge from Salmon Arm 
and an Oct. 11 charge of 
fraud from Armstrong. 

Crown counsel Robert 
Mulligan told Judge Harold 
Alder that Crowdis bought 
a gallon of paint and a sheet 
of 12.5-millimetre thick 
plywood at Western Fraser 
Building Supply Ltd. with a 
$36.30 cheque which was 
returned because the bank 
account had been closed for 
a year. 

The fraud charge was in 
connection with an incident 
in which a woman was de¬ 
frauded of $300 because 
Crowdis told her he needed 
the money to get his car out 
of a garage. She subse¬ 
quently learned he did not 
use the money for that 
purpose. 

TWO YOUTHS who took 
money from rugby players' 
wallets at the Windsor 
Park Pavillion were given 
suspended sentences, pro¬ 
bation and community ser¬ 
vice work. 

Michael Wytze Devries, 
17, of 1180 St. Louis, and 
Jeffrey Ross Tucker, 18, of 
926 Island, pleaded guilty to 
theft and possession of sto¬ 
len property charges April 
25 and were remanded by 
Judge Blake Allan to Mon¬ 
day for presentence re¬ 
ports. 

Devries and Tucker were 
seen at the park during a 
rugby match and left the 
area about 10 minutes after 
Tucker and a juvenile en¬ 
tered the locker room while 
Devries stood watch out¬ 
side. 

After the five wallets and 
about $116 in cash were 
discovered missing, Oak 
Bay police went to Tuck¬ 
er's residence where they 
found three youths playing 
cards. They were taken to 
police headquarters where 
Tucker admitted taking the 
wallets. A search of Tuck¬ 
er's residence was made 
and $55 was found hidden in 
an upstairs heating regis¬ 
ter. Another $24 was pro¬ 
duced from Devries’ right 
sock. 

Tucker, who had a con¬ 
viction Jan. 15, 1980, for 
common assault was 
placed on nine months pro¬ 
bation and given 100 hours 
of community service work 
while Devries was given six 
months probation and 60 
hours of work. 


A 26-YEAR-OLD man 
who inadvertently told the 
court about a recent drink¬ 
ing-driving conviction was 
given a 30-day jail term. 

Robert Paul Johnson 
pleaded guilty to driving 
while under suspension and 
was given the jail term by 
Alder. 

Johnson pleaded guilty 
last Thursday to impaired 
driving and was fined $500 
by Judge William Ostler, 
who routinely asked John¬ 
son if he needed some time 
to pay. 

Johnson replied that he 
did because he was still 
paying off another fine for 
a similar conviction. 

At that point, Mulligan 
asked for time to seek fur¬ 
ther information concern¬ 


ing Johnson’s criminal rec¬ 
ord. 

Crown counsel Don 
Laughton said Monday that 
Johnson had previous con¬ 
victions for impaired driv¬ 
ing Oct. 23.1975, in Victoria 
and April 17, 1980, in Lady¬ 


smith. A computer failed to 
pick up Johnson's last con¬ 
viction, which resulted in a 
$500 fine, but phone calls to 
all Vancouver Island crown 
counsel offices by Laught¬ 
on resulted in the informa¬ 
tion. 


nabls marijuana. Two ex¬ 
pert witnesses called by the 
prosecution said there was 
but one species of cannabis 
marijuana, no matter what 
criteria were used.) 

The two defence experts 
said there were three spe¬ 
cies of cannabis—sativa, 
indica and ruderalis. 

Schultes said that in 1970 
and 1971 he believed there 
was only one species, but 
subsequent investigations 
changed his mind. He saw 
cannabis growing wild in 
Afghanistan which could 
not possibly by any stretch 
of the imagination be 
called sativa. 

He said sativa had been 
known for a long time, 
especially for the making 
of rope, and indica had 
never been cultivated to 
the same extent and had 


not until recent times ar¬ 
rived in Europe. Ruderalis, 
he said, which had been 
identified by Russian sci¬ 
entists, had not been culti¬ 
vated and was of virtually 
no use to mankind. 

He said most Russian sci¬ 
entists and a growing group 
of American scientists now 
held that there were three 
species of cannabis. He de¬ 
fined species as meaning 
categories of plants set 
apart from equivalent 
groups with a set of charac¬ 
teristic major differences 
regarding structure which 
passed on practically un¬ 
changed from generation 
to generation. 

He said sativa could grow 
18 to 20 feet in height and 
had a loose branch ar¬ 
rangement, -while Indica 
was smaller, cone-shaped 
and very densely 
branched. 


Schultes said he knew 14 
scientists who now believed 
there were three species of 
cannabis, who once belie¬ 
ved there was one species. 
He knew of no scientists 
who had changed their 
minds in the other direc¬ 
tion. 

Referred to a court exhi¬ 
bit, he said all he could tell 
was that it was cannabis. 
He could not say what spe¬ 
cies it was because it was 
dry, old and broken up. 

He said he had seen only 
cannabis indica cultivated 
in dry regions of Colombia 
and cannabis sativa in wet¬ 
ter areas. 

Schultes admitted in 
cross-examination he had 
gone to Afghanistan at the 
request of a defence lawyer 
in a drug trial in which he 
would testify, but added, "I 


am not about to sell my 
soul to courts and law¬ 
yers." 

He also said it would 
show an absolute ignorance 
of botany if courts were to 
say that cannabis sativa 
included cannabis indica. 
That, he said, would be an 
absurdity. 

Asked for his personal 
views by Deverell, he said 
he was not ready to agree 
that cannabis sativa should 
be legalized, although he 
would like to see decrimin¬ 
alization in the United 
States and all states to have 
the same law. 

He was not yet willing to 
agree to legalization be¬ 
cause not enough was 
known of the long-term 
continuing effects, but this 
information might be 
available shortly because 


the plant’s most active in¬ 
gredient, THC, had been 
synthesised, so controlled 
studies could be conduct¬ 
ed. 

Schultes said he was 
ready to change his view on 
legalization if it could be 
shown that cannabis was 
relatively harmless. 

Emboden, who is to con¬ 
tinue with his testimony 
today, said he used to be¬ 
lieve there was one species 
of cannabis. One of the 
reasons he changed his 
mind was a visit to Turkey, 
where he saw cannabis in¬ 
dica plants which bore no 
resemblance to cannabis 
sativa. 

He said it was the concen¬ 
sus of scientists that there 
was more than one species 
of cannabis.

Police link urged 
in schools’ battle 

The schools should work more closely with police 
departments and others in the community to combat 
juvenile vandalism, drug and alcohol abuse, the Greater 
Victoria school board decided Monday. 

Trustee Mark Fisher, whose motion calling for a 
comprehensive program involving the Sooke and Saanich 
school districts and local police departments was passed 
by the board, said the schools represent a major resource 
for dealing with youth problems, but are not being 
used to potential. 

Closer co-operation with police and others providing 
services to juveniles could enable the schools to act more 
effectively in helping those who appear headed for 
juvenile delinquency, Fisher said. 

While drug and alcohol abuse are part of the problem, 
Fisher said they arc not the direct aim of the program he 
was suggesting. 

“We have a rehabilitative system in the works, funds 
and all, and that is the public school system," Fisher 
said. 

By tailoring part of the system to deal with potential 
juvenile delinquents, the school system can provide a 
method for “measuring" children before they end up 
in the juvenile court system, he said.

He said the area doesn't 
have enough births to war- 
rantboth a specialized fa¬ 
cility at Helmcken Road 
and another unit at Royal 
Jubilee. 


Shift switch board ‘right’ 


The Saanich police board 
was urged Monday to as¬ 
sert its management rights 
in scheduling employee 
shift schedules. 

“Management has a 
right to put men where they 
want them to be in a case of 
emergency, we have to as¬ 
sert ourselves on this im¬ 
portant issue,” said board 
member John Tribe. 

The veteran board mem¬ 
ber said he had been con¬ 
cerned with recent state¬ 
ments by police officials 
that shifts could not be 
changed to implement a 
beach patrol because of a 
possible conflict with the 
union. 

“I firmly believe we have 
the right to say we want a 
certain number of men on 
duty Friday and Saturday 
to handle problems on our 
beaches; have the right to 
change shifts to accommo¬ 
date department needs, 
have rights as manage¬ 
ment to say when and when 
we want our employees in a 
case of emergency,” he 
said. 

“I’m not anti-union; I 
don’t want to become em¬ 
broiled in a dispute with the 
police association, but I

Tribe said if the board 
did not have this basic 


right, “then what are we 
doing sitting here?" 

Shifts could be re¬ 
arranged to ensure addi¬ 
tional officers were on duty 
between May and August at 
weekends to patrol 
beaches, Tribe contended. 

Chairman Mayor Mel 
Couvelier said the matter 
was a subject of negotia¬ 
tions between the union and 
the Greater Victoria Labor 
Relations Association. 

“But I wholeheartedly 


support wbat you say," he 
told Tribe. 

“ We as management 
have the right to make 
policy for the depart¬ 
ment.” 

The answer the associa¬ 
tion would give would be 
that the 12-hour shift sys¬ 
tem presented very little 
freedom for change, he 
said. 

"If that’s the case, we 
should examine the 12-hour 
shift arrangement." 


Couvelier told a public 
meeting last month that he 
considered it self-serving 
for officers to work over¬ 
time on beach patrols and 
not be prepared to change 
their shifts to accommo¬ 
date department needs. 

Board member Reg 
Midgley said he agreed 
with his colleagues and 
suggested the issue was one 
where there should be little 
compromise by the board 
in negotiations with the po¬ 
lice association. 


Hush falls on beaches 
thanks to police patrols 



A police crackdown on wild beach par¬ 
ties in Saanich is having the desired 
effect. 

The beaches are quieter than they 
have been for some time and the 10-to- 
12-member patrols will be cut back, the 
police board was told Monday. 

In five weekend operations since April 
2S, the beach patrol had seized 1,420 
bottles of beer, 312 ounces of liquor, 310 
ounces of wine, 12 bottles of cider and 30 
persons have been charged with liquor of¬ 
fences, Insp. Charles Trueit reported. 

Last weekend was comparatively 
quiet on the beaches with only a handful of 
complaints received about noisy parties, 
he said. 

“It’s been a successful operation,” he 
said, adding that the patrol would be 


reduced to about eight men for the holiday 
weekend and upcoming graduation par¬ 
ties. 

Trueit said the patrol had operated 300 
hours at a cost of $5,000, half of a special 
overtime fund budgetted by council last 
month following a public meeting with 
Douglas Park area residents. 

The meeting followed a particularly 
rowdy party involving several hundred 
young people who congregated on the 
beach at Mount Douglas Park. 

Police officers who would not venture 
onto the beach to quell the party because 
they feared for their safety were later 
branded cowards by some citizens. 

Police also set up patrols at liquor 
outlets and turned away scores of would- 
be shoppers as part of the crackdown.

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Biologists defend 
huge coal project 


DUNCAN (CP) - Two 
senior provincial biologists 
say massive coal develop¬ 
ment in northeastern B.C. 
will have only a small im¬ 
pact on the environment. 

Fred Harper, regional 
habitat protection biolo¬ 
gist, and Geoff Chislett, re¬ 
gional biologist for north¬ 
eastern B.C., said that 
under B.C.’s coal guideline 
regulations the environ¬ 
ment should be amply pro¬ 
tected. 

“Our biggest concern is 
the pressure that people 
will put on the environment 
in that area," Chislett said 
in an interview at the an¬ 
nual meeting here of the 
24,000-member B.C. Wild¬ 
life Federation. 

“If the coal deal with 


Japan goes ahead, plus 
other pending deals with 
European countries, there 
could be 10,000 people in the 
middle of that area and 
they will be the main prob¬ 
lem.” 

Harper said his main 
concern was not coal de¬ 
velopment but the amount 
of gas exploration in the 
area. 

“On the Alberta side of 
the region is the giant Deep 
Basin gas discovery, and 
companies have estimated 
already there will be one 
well for every three square 
miles over almost 15,000 
square miles. 

“That's one hell of a lot of 
wells, and for every well 
you need a road to service 
it." 


The fish and wildlife 
branch has already started 
to increase the numbers of 
fish, including Arctic 
Grayling and Dolly Var- 
den, in anticipation of in¬ 
creasing population due to 
coal development and 
pressure to meet its recre¬ 
ation needs. 

Harper, who along with 
Chislett sat on a panel at 
the annual meeting, said 
the northeastern sector 
was so rich in coal and gas 
that there was no way de¬ 
velopment there could be 
stopped. 

"All we can do is ensure 
that it is done the right way. 
If major mistakes are 
made, it will take years to 
correct." 





Wood pier blaze 
defies firemen 

KITIMAT (UPC) — A huge wooden pier belong¬ 
ing to the Eurocan Pulp and Paper Co. is expected to 
continue burning for a couple of days after being 
struck early Monday by a British freighter. 

A spokesman for the Kftimat fire department said 
the fire on the 275-meter pier was contained after 
about six hours, but extinguishing it completely was 
another problem. 

“The wooden infrastructure Is not very accessible 
to firefighters and It’s too dangerous to work under," 
he said. “A section of the dock close to the building 
has collapsed and we expect the rest to collapse. It 
could be a couple of days before it's out." 

The blaze began about 7:15 a.m., when the 25,500- 
ton freighter La Costa was trying to dock. The freight¬ 
er knocked out a diesel pumphouse, part of the pier's fire 
protection system, and also severed the firefighting 
sprinkler lines running underneath the pier. 

Eurocan spokesman Stan Fritter said there was no 
estimate of damage yet. 

"There will likely be a preliminary report Tues¬ 
day," Fritter said. “Right now, we're investigating 
alternate methods of moving our products.” 

After the freighter struck the dock, diesel fuel 
spilled from the ruptured pumphouse, setting the pier 
ablaze.

The head of the province’s Co-ordin¬ 
ated Law Enforcement Unit, Robert 
Simson, was accused Monday of being 
in contempt of a legislative commit¬ 
tee. 

Lome Nicolson (NDP—Nelson- 
Creston) made the accusation during a 
meeting of the select Standing Com¬ 
mittee on Parliamentary Privilege. 

The committee was struck to in¬ 
quire into events which led to the tap¬ 
ping of Consumer and Corporate Af¬ 
fairs Minister James Nielsen’s 
telephones and the electronic bugging 
of at least one of his offices. 

Nielsen’s phones and offices were 
bugged during an RCMP investigation 
into a bribery conspiracy although he 
was at no time suspected of being 
involved in the conspiracy. 

Two Vancouver businessmen were 
subsequently found guilty of conspir¬ 
ing to bribe Nielsen although he testi¬ 
fied that no bribe was ever offered.

His telephones and offices were 
under surveillance in anticipation of 
the bribe being offered for approxi¬ 
mately a year. 

In a weekend interview in Vancou¬ 
ver, Simson said police must have the 
right to use sensitive investigative 
tools such as electronic surveillance to 
win the fight against crime. He al¬ 
so was quoted as saying that organized 
crime, to be successful, needs to have 
pliable politicians in its pocket. 

Those statements, along with others

MONTREAL (CP)— 
Premier Bennett says he’s 
as ready as anybody to 
renew the Canadian consti¬ 
tution—and not just for eco¬ 
nomic reasons. 

“Too often, national poli¬ 
cies fail to take into ac- 
countthe unique needs and 
aspirations of British Co¬ 
lumbia,” Bennett said 
Monday in a speech to the 
Montreal Board of Trade. 

"My government is fully 
committed to a wholesale 
renewal of the Canadian 
federation—and this with¬ 
out delay ...

Cuban jets taunt 
U.S., Bahamas 

Havana ‘sorry’ 
about sinking 


KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — Alfred Her¬ 
nandez, 37, a Cuban refugee among, the 
thousands streaming into Florida on the 
Freedom Flotilla, was arrested Monday 
and charged with hijacking a U.S. jetliner 
and diverting it to Cuba with 82 people 
aboard 11 years ago.

Two Cuban MiG jet fighter aircraft buzzed a 
U.S. Coast Guard helicopter Monday, circling with¬ 
in 15 metres of the rescue craft as it searched for 
four Bahamian sailors missing after an earlier MiG 
attack sank their patrol vessel. 

The U.S. state department lodged a “strong 
protest” with the Cuban Interest Section in Wash¬ 
ington later Monday and were to follow that with a 
written protest, according to the state department. 

Meanwhile, a Cuban delegation arrived in Nas¬ 
sau Monday and began talks with foreign ministry 
officials over the sinking of a Bahamian patrol 
boat. 

An apology for the incident by the Cuban 
government was broadcast earlier in the day by 
Radio Havana. 

Beside the four crewmen missing and pre¬ 
sumed dead in the at¬ 
tack, there were minor 
injuries among the 15 
survivors of the Flamin¬ 
go, which had been tow¬ 
ing two Cuban fishing 
boats alleged to have 
been poaching for lob¬ 
sters in Bahamian 
waters. 

The six-member delega¬ 
tion is led by Cuban Presi¬ 
dent Fidel Castro’s broth¬ 
er, Raul, who is the armed 
forces minister. 

Foreign Minister Paul 
Adderley led the talks for 
the Bahamians. 

The Cuban government 
claimed pilots of the MiG 
aircraft which sank the pa¬ 
trol boat mistook it for a 
"pirate ship.” 

Bahamian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Lyndon Pindling 
termed the Cuban state¬ 
ment a “coverup” but said 
he would accept it as an 
apology. 

Pindling, who flew home 
from London, suggested 
his government may de¬ 
mand reparations for the 
lost vessel and compensa¬ 
tion for the families of the 
four missing crew mem¬ 
bers. 

He described the incident 
as “a dastardly and vicious 
attack, an act of aggression 
which we cannot take light¬ 
ly.” 

“This is a dead’serious 
situation,” he added. “We 
just have to deal with it.” 

Asked whether he be¬ 
lieved the Cuban version of 
the incident, the prime 
minister said: “Actions 
speak louder than words. If

TV’s ‘Death’ defies threats, pleas

Over the protests of the world’s richest 
oil nation, Mobil Oil Co., a score of 
federal lawsuits and hundreds of angry 
callers, most of the nation’s Public 
Broadcasting Service television affiliates 
decided “the show must go on” Monday 
and broadcast “Death of a Princess.” 

Judges in Atlanta and San Francisco 
denied petitions to stop the broadcast. 

PBS fed the British made dramatiza¬ 
tion of the 1978 execution of a 19-year-old 
Saudi princess and her commoner lover 


for adultery to 240 stations as part of its 
World series of programs. 

Controversy over the film was heard 
from Saudi Arabia, which complained to 
the U.S. state department that it was 
distorted, and carried all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, where half an hour 
before the film’s broadcast Justice Lewis 
Powell refused to order a Houston station 
to show it. 

PBS affiliates across the nation re¬ 
ported receiving hundreds of calls from 
viewers—most of them opposed to view¬ 


ing the film for fear of retaliation by 
Saudi Arabia. 

The switchboard at Seattle’s KCTS-TV 
handled more than 400 calls by 11 p.m. 
Most callers thought the station shouldn’t 
have aired the film for reasons as diversi¬ 
fied as it would endanger the American 
hostages in Iran to fear of another Arab 
oil embargo. 

Earlier in the day calls opposing the 
show outnumbered those favoring it by 
over six to one but as the air time ap¬ 
proached the responses evened out. Once 


the program was over callers were over¬ 
whelming positive about both the show 
and the station’s decision to air it, said the 
spokesman. 

Among the post-show callers were two 
students from Saudi Arabia. One com¬ 
plained that it misrepresented his country 
while the other thanked the station for 
showing the movie. 

One station, KTCA-TV in Minneapolis, 
received two telephoned bomb threats 
just before the broadcast. 


Volcano 
quake 
sets off 
ice slide 


VANCOUVER, 
Wash. (AP) — A large 
earthquake shook 
loose an avalanche of 
ice on the unstable 
north flank of Mount 
St. Helens on Monday, 
scientists said. 

But the quake, esti¬ 
mated at 5 on the 
Richter scale, did not 
cause the long-feared 
slide of a large area 
that has been bulging 
for three weeks, said 
Don Mullineaux, vol¬ 
cano hazards geologist 
for the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 

The slide was seen 
by a passing plane 
which reported it to the 
U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration, he 
said. 

Ken Shake, FAA 
spokesman in Seattle, 
said the plane reported 
the slide started at the 
2,300-metre level and 
continued at least to 
the 1,800-metre level 
when it became ob¬ 
scured by clouds. 

There have been be¬ 
tween 20 and 50 earth¬ 
quakes a day on the 
2,950-metre mountain 
since just before it 
erupted steam and ash 
March 27.

DUNCAN — North Cowichan has ap¬ 
proved its annual budget for 1980. 

The 1980 mill rate for general purposes 
(Including 3.7 mills for fire protection) 
has been retained at last year's level of 29 
mills, although the value of one mill on the 
assessment for general purposes has in¬ 
creased by $9,121. 

The provisional budget calls for a total 
of $15,248,700, while the actual budget

NANAIMO — A tight 
budget for the 1980-81 aca¬ 
demic year will result in 
cuts in course offerings at 
Malaspina College unless 
officials can convince the 
provincial ministry of edu¬ 
cation of the need for more 
money. 

One college staff mem¬ 
ber called the restricted 
budget one of the most seri¬ 
ous problems the college 
has faced in its 10 years of 
existence. 

The budget restrictions 
will play havoc with course 
offerings starting in Sep¬ 
tember. 

College officials released 
few details of the budge¬ 
ts^ request they had sub¬ 
mitted to Victoria, but said 
that the budget sent back 
from the province on 
March 26 fell far short of 
the college’s needs. 

College board chairman 
Don Hammond said that 
the budget restrictions will 
have a significant impact 
on the operation of the col¬ 
lege and the board will go to 


educaton minister Brian 
Smith, if necessary, to ap¬ 
peal for more funds. 

Elizabeth Forrester, 
president of the Malaspina 
College Faculty Associa¬ 
tion, said that it is under¬ 
stood that while the short¬ 
age of money will probably 
not mean loss of jobs for 
permanent staff, some fac¬ 
ulty mebers on year-to- 
year contracts may not 
have their contracts renew¬ 
ed, and staff on leave would 
not be covered while away. 

Forrester said the im¬ 
pact of the cuts will be 
“patchy,” with the aca¬ 
demic and technical areas 


harder hit than the voca¬ 
tional section. 

Gary Bauslaugh, dean of 
instruction for academic 
and technical programs 
said that the budget re¬ 
strictions are threatening 
Malaspina's role as a com¬ 
prehensive community col¬ 
lege. 

In a memo reviewing the 
impact of the budget on 
academic-technical pro¬ 
grams. Bauslaugh said: 
“Most of the unique pro¬ 
grams which have offered 
valuable non-traditional 
educational opportunities 
for people in our commu¬ 
nity are in jeopardy." 

The college had a budget 
of $10.1 million for the 1979- 
80 academic year. The 
1980-81 budget has been set 
at$ 11.2 million. 

This represents an 11 per 
cent increase, but also in¬ 
cludes new programs such 
as the energy systems tech¬ 
nology program and the 
addition of a second year to 
other programs. 

In academic-technical 
programs, where a seven 
per cent increase was al¬ 
lowed, the course cuts are 
made necessary by the fact 
salaries will rise eight per 
cent, plus increments of in¬ 
structors moving up the 
pay scale. 

Now that college opera¬ 
tions are fully funded by 
the provincial government, 
the annual budget is under 
the jurisdiction of three 
provincial councils. 

The management advi¬ 
sory council, occupational 
training council and aca¬ 
demic council pass on the 
college budget in their re¬ 
spective areas. 

While the college can 
juggle figures within those 
three areas, funds catinot 
be transferred from one 
area to another. 


There would also be no 
increase in the supply bud¬ 
get and a lack of funds to 
support the credit portion 
of the senior citizen col¬ 
lege.

Recreation body 
had rich season 


COURTENAY — A total of 878 people 
registered for winter programs at the 
Courtenay Recreational Institute, ac¬ 
cording to figures released in a semi¬ 
annual report. 

The figure is almost identical to last 
year. A total of 50 programs were 
offered with 14 being cancelled due to 
lack of sufficient registration. How¬ 
ever, 20 programs were filled com¬ 
pared to 15 last year. 

Pre-school gym and parent and tot 
programs each showed an increase as 
did Level 2 gym. 

Registrations is now underway for 
the spring programs. They run to May 
23, with 35 programs being offered. 
Highlights of the spring program are 
women’s outdoor recreation, basic hik¬ 
ing tennis lessons and boys’ and girls' 
softball. 

Basketball interest increased during 
the winter with 46 young people play¬ 
ing, nearly double the number last 
year. A girls’ team took fourth place in 
the Island-B.C. tournament. 

According to the administrator 
Wally Homstein, 1980 is off to a good 
start financially. Program revenues 
are up some 30 per cent and bingo 
revenues up about 25 per cent. 

Along with the fact that 1980 will be a 
low budget year in regard to purchases 
of equipment, concerns continue about 
the availability of government grants, 
he said in a report to council. 

Homstein is also conducting a sur¬ 
vey into the Evergreen Seniors Pro¬ 
gram in its relationship to the recrea¬ 
tional association. 

He said he felt the program had 
expanded to the point where facilities 


were inadequate. The use of the lounge 
and drop-in centre is expanding as is 
the food service for which the CRA 
Is responsible. 

Meanwhile, the first annual youth 
conference on political economy was 
held May 3 at the George Inn in 
Qualicum. 

Sponsored by the Social Credit re¬ 
gional council and with the Comox 
Constituency Social Credit Associa¬ 
tion as host, the day-long conference 
saw youth from Vancouver Island in 
attendance to hear several speakers 
and listen to a talk by Dr. Gordon 
Shrum at the dinner.

Beryl Bennett, 
chairman of the 
board's buildings and 
grounds committee, 
told the meeting that 
all the estimates and 
the feasibility study 
carried out by the B.C. 
Buildings Corp. had 
been forwarded to the 
ministry’s capital faci¬ 
lities committee. 

“These will be 
brought before the 
management advisory 
council on May 23 and 
if all goes well we 
could be into some 
form of construction 
before very long,” she 
added. 

The Malaspina Col¬ 
lege gymnasium, an 
air-support structure, 
collapsed during a 
snowstorm and power 
cut early in January 
and was finally rein¬ 
flated after major 
patching. 

The decision to rein¬ 
flate was taken to pro¬ 
tect the floor and the 
remains of the interior 
structure, severely 
damaged by snow and 
water after the col¬ 
lapse. 

The committee also 
received the prelimin¬ 
ary findings of an en¬ 
ergy audit conducted 
on campus by facilities 
co-ordinator Maurice 
Harrison. 

This shows that an 
expenditure of $27,000 
on heat conservation 
measures would pay 
for itself in only 18 
months.

Coach resigns 

QUEBEC (CP) — Jacques Demers, the 35-year- 
old coach of Quebec Nordiques, submitted his 
resignation Monday during a director's meeting of 
the NHL club.

NEW YORK - Fall 1980 will be a season of 
fashion choices for North American women— 
especially if they have money. 

Top U.S. designers have proved through the 
fall-winter collections they’ve unveiled over the 
last few weeks that they are a much gutsier 
breed than the nation's stockbrokers who 
have panicked at every new and gloomier 
report on (he current recession. 

The country's finest in the rag trade have 
hung in there, undaunted by economic fore¬ 
casts, and produced their most expensive 
fall collections ever. 

From Ralph Lauren’s practical, preppy 
blazer-and-grcy-flannel ensembles, through 
Hanae Mori's geometric chiffons with asym¬ 
metrical hemlines, to Kansai Yamamoto's gold 
breast plates with glittering gold pants, prices 
are high. 

But most of the designers have concentrat¬ 
ed on separates that definitely can be mixed 
with clothes of yore and, when the copies come 
out, the wardrobe rehabilitation process in 
general should be a little easier this year. 

While Paris designers fussed and fooled 
around with hemlines for the fall season- 
bringing the mini out of mothballs for the 
first time in a decade, America's top labels 
inched their hemlines up just a tag, to the knee. 


And while hemlines sneaked up, shoes went 
the other way. Stilettos are out. Low heels are 
in—flats for daytime and one- to two-inch high 
heels for evening. 

One of the reasons cited for the higher 
prices is increased fabric costs. 

“A silk I sampled two years ago for $14 a 
yard is today $31," designer Koos Van Den 
Akker moaned. 

Van Den Akker, who says he tried to 
capture the “walls of the old palaces" the 
“beautiful marbles,” "the decadence" of Ven¬ 
ice in his fall collection continues to create his 
own “fabrics" by putting fabrics of different 
textures, patterns and colors together. Not a 
cheap process. 

Cashmere, alpaca, ultra-suede, tulle, crepe 
de chine, mohair satin and silk abound in the 
collections. Daytime colors are duller—hunter 
greens, beiges, greys and blacks—but eve¬ 
ning colors range from the “little black dress” 
to fushia. hot pink and fire engine red. 

As for pants, baggies are out and the 
standard look was pleated, straight legged 
pants, with or without cuffs. 

Another out is the slinky, slitted “tube” 
skirt of last season. Most skirts were bell 
shaped and worn with pullovers, over sized jac¬ 
kets cut well below the waist or capes. 

Calvin Klein, one of the most talked about 
U.S. designers in Europe, showed a casual, easy

Only ruffles, color 
disturb the calm

NEW YORK — The fashion business 
is going to pieces. 

Taking their cue from the way women 
are buying clothes these days, adding 
a j acket here, a sweater or blouse or other 
spare part to brighten up what they 
already own, designers presenting their 
collections for fall have zeroed in on 
individual, often luxury separates to spice 
up customers’ wardrobes. 

In an obvious bow to the current 
economy, clothes are mostly familiar and 
safe, occasionally to the point of being 
dull, with no drastic changes to put 
things out of date, no strong new direc¬ 
tions in sihouette or hem to make anyone 
uncomfortable with what is coming up or 
what they already own. 

In fact, only ruffles disturb the calm. 
Blouses are ruffled, sweaters have ruf¬ 
fles and even wool suits and pants (in the 
hands of Bill Blass) get the ruffle treat¬ 
ment as a way to make classic shapes look 
pretty and femine. 

The other indicator for fall 1980 is 
color. It can be used as minimally as a 
pair of bright-colored shoes or hose or as 
boldly as a bicolored dress or coat. Purple 
of every shade is still the New York 
designers' passion, although it was rare¬ 
ly seen on the fashion runways in Paris or 
Milan. Pastels are prevalent, particularly 
pink, and the brights include red, teal, 
white and black. 

Color is the big spirit-lifter, says 
Marjorie Schlesingcr Deane, president of 
Tobe associates, merchandising consul¬ 
tants to top stores. “Today, clothes must 
not only look good and feel good, but must 
make you feel good wearing them,’ she 
says. 

Among those things designers are 
counting on to lift their customers’ spir¬ 
its, as well as their own profits, are: 

• Sllhouetttes loosened up from their 
snug fits of a year ago, but not nearly as 
oversized as in the Annie Hall era. Blou- 
sons, bomber jackets, full skirts, full 
pants, capes, tent coats and dresses carry 
out this look. 


• Less-exaggerated shoulder widths, 
but shaped with sleeves that are rounded 
and full at the top. (Only Calvin Klein has 
noticeably broadened shoulders for fall.) 

• Hemlines bolding at just below the 
knee, though long full skirts are a real 
option. Sweaters and tunics, shown by 
some as minis and opaque hose, can 
be worn with pants or skirts by the 
not-so-young or not-so-slim. 

• Sweaters becoming increasingly 
important for daytime or evening, par¬ 
ticularly when handmade, or appearing 
handmade, whether classic Fair Isles 
or fragile mohairs and angoras. A tilt to 
something that hasn’t been around for a 
while—the sweater, sweater set and 
sweater dress, obvious winners in an 
energy-short economy. (Anne Klein, who 
last year made two sweaters, has 21 for 
next fall.) 

• Pants loosening from their 
straight-and-narrow fit to a fullness that 
often comes from pleats. Including the 
classic-length trouser, pants hit every¬ 
place from the knee down except for the 
extra length of past seasons, which would 
flop over the shoe. 

The first hint that designers, were 
offering pieces of clothing rather than 
total costumes was in the Halston show 
when models began exchanging jackets 
and coats to show off their versatility. A 
black velvet jacket, for example, first 
shown with a matching skirt, was then 
shown with gray flannel trousers, then 
with an evening costume. 

“No one is going to buy anything 
unless it is totally useful but also irresist¬ 
ible," insists Oscar de la Renta, who is 
counting on passementerie on'suede and 
wools, bright colored ottoman suits, eve¬ 
ning dresses of black velvet and ribbon- 
trimmed satin to start consumers spend¬ 
ing. 

De la Renta and others won’t have 
long to wait to see how irresistible their 
styles are. The first test will be the buyers 
who are placing their orders in New 
York this week.

ever sets foot outdoors ex¬ 
cept In a run they have built 
off their basement. 

"It is not good enough to 
give a kitten to anyone who 
takes it. Checks should be 
made six months later to 
discover the real position. 
Many cats that went to 
good homes continue to suf¬ 
fer as much as if they were 
starving on the street,” she 
said. 

The Bonneau family is 
hoping to persuade the pro¬ 
vincial government to In¬ 
troduce legislation on the 
compulsory spaying of cats 
not kept for breeding, but 
action has yet to come. 

Meantime, the calls keep 
coming in, the rescues con¬ 
tinue to be made—some¬ 
times up to 50 wild cats 
from one area. 

"Once you are into this, 
you can never stop. There 
is just so much suffering 
out there,” Mrs. Bonneau 
explained. 

As tar back as she can 
remember in her upbring¬ 
ing in tiny Ituna, Sask., her 
farmer parents taught her 
kindness to anyone and 
anything. 


The Bonneaus take 
strength from a quote from 
St. Francis of Assisi: “If 
you have men who will ex¬ 
clude any of God's crea¬ 
tures from the shelter of 
compassion and pity, you 
will have men who will deal 
likewise with their fellow- 
men." 

Each new cat brought to 
their home has suffered. 
Thora finds it difficult to 
contain the joy she experi¬ 
ences when her own cats 
lick the newcomers wel¬ 
come, as if to say, “We 
know how you feel. We 
have been there.” 

Some of those who have 
watched Mrs. Bonneau at 
work seemed surprised 
that others might dismiss 
her as a cat nut. 

Quadra Animal Clinic 
veterinarian Alan Bonnell 
describes her as a “dedi¬ 
cated, most concerned per¬ 
son who spends countless 
hours helping animals. It 
may sound unbelievable, 
but someone has to do it.”

Cats’ Protection League— 
the Cat Rescue Corps was 
set up to ensure that cats 
everywhere got a fair deal. 

The Bonneau family has 
rounded up strays and wild 
cats all over Victoria, fed 
them, loved them, had 
them spayed or neutered, 
and often ended up reluc¬ 
tant to give them away be¬ 
cause the adoptive family 
was not suitable. 

Would-be cat adopters 
are screened carefully be¬ 
cause, as Mrs. Bonneau 
puts it, “These cats have 
suffered once, and we don't 
want it to happen again.” 

For that reison the Bon¬ 
neaus don’t believe a cat 
should become a family 
"toy,” smothered and

The Ideal cat family, in 
the Bonneaus’ seven years 
of experience, is a retired 


couple whose children have 
moved on. 

Apartments are no prob¬ 
lem—none of the “goodly 
number" of Bonneau cats 


just as Alcatraz had Its 
bird man, Fairfield has its 
cat woman. 

She’s a compassionate 

individual who can’t bear 
to see or hear of a cat 
suffering, unwanted or 

starving. 

Thora Bonneau doesn’t 
know how to say no to tak¬ 
ing in another feline, and 
she is constantly looking 
for "good homes” for 
them. 

Her home on Oscar is a 
brimming cat sanctuary- 
each animal bursting with 
health, in sharp contradic¬ 
tion to the emaciated, for¬ 
lorn condition many of 
them were found in. 

Mrs. Bonneau runs the 
Cat Rescue Corps, “an 
unregistered society dedi¬ 
cated to the alleviation of 
suffering of cats and all 
animals.” 

It never seems to have 
enough money to match the 
size of her love for caLs—or 
creatures of any kind. 
She’s the sort of person who 
will pluck a spider from the 
living room wall and drop it 
safely out the window.

SPCA, Thora shares her 
home with countless cats. 
She prefers to say a “good¬ 
ly number,’' and is cautious 
as to an exact count. 

Each has a name like 
Sylvia, Hubert, Melody, 
Harmony, Bluey, Panther 
or Muscovich, and they 
share the large old home 
with four dogs, which are 
also family pets. 

The food bill is about as 
big as Thora’s heart. She 
tends to downplay its ac¬ 
tual size, but husband 
Tommy says it is more than 
$100 a week. The front 
porch sports big bowls of 
cat food and water for any 
strays fighting hunger on 
the streets. 

For a while, there, the 
Bonneaus were feeding a 
family of raccoons which 
happened on the tasty bo¬ 
nanza and even scratched 
hungrily on the glass front 


door one night when the 
food bowls were a little 
slow going out 

But that's only part of the 
Bonneau story. 

The family and a small 
band of volunteers are 
doing their best to persuade 
pet owners in Victoria to 
have their animals spayed 
or neutered. 

The Cat Rescue Corps 
has set up a spaying fund to 
help anyone unable to pay 
the fee, which is usual¬ 
ly at least $60. 

The corps gets a discount 
and much help and under¬ 
standing from the Quadra 
Animal Clinic, and has 300 
or so animals neutered or 
spayed there each year. 

Mrs. Bonneau believes 
pet owners are guilty of 
contributing to the tragic 
story of untold thousands 
of surplus cats and dogs. 

She says indiscriminate 
breeding in Victoria fore¬ 
dooms about 90 per cent of 
each litter to suffering and 
premature death. 

She blames irresponsible 
pet owners who have al¬ 
lowed their cats or dogs to

The head of the province’s Co-ordin¬ 
ated Law Enforcement Unit, Robert 
Simson, was accused Monday of being 
in contempt of a legislative commit¬ 
tee.

Cuban j ets taunt 
U.S., Bahamas 

Havana ‘sorry’ 
about sinking 


KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — Alfred Her¬ 
nandez, 37, a Cuban refugee among the 
thousands streaming into Florida on the 
Freedom Flotilla, was arrested Monday 
and charged with hijacking a U.S. jetliner 
and diverting it to Cuba with 82 people 
aboard 11 years ago.

Two Cuban MiG jet fighter aircraft buzzed a 
U.S. Coast Guard helicopter Monday, circling with¬ 
in 15 metres of the rescue craft as it searched for 
four Bahamian sailors missing after an earlier MiG 
attack sank their patrol vessel. 

The U.S. state department lodged a “strong 
protest” with the Cuban Interest Section in Wash¬ 
ington later Monday and were to follow that with a 
written protest, according to the state department. 

Meanwhile, a Cuban delegation arrived in Nas¬ 
sau Monday and began talks with foreign ministry 
officials over the sinking of a Bahamian patrol 
boat. 

An apology for the incident by the Cuban 
government was broadcast earlier in the day by 
Radio Havana. 

Besides the four crewmen missing and pre¬ 
sumed dead in the at¬ 
tack, there were minor 
injuries among the 15 
survivors of the Flamin¬ 
go, which had been tow¬ 
ing two Cuban fishing 
boats alleged to have 
been poaching for lob¬ 
sters in Bahamian 
waters. 

The six-member deleaa- 
tion is led by Cuban PrW 
dent Fidel Castro’s broth¬ 
er, Raul, who is the armed 
forces minister. 

Foreign Minister Paul 
Adderley led the talks for 
the Bahamians. 

The Cuban government 
claimed pilots of the MiG 
aircraft which sank the pa 
trol boat mistook it for a 
“pirate ship.” 

Bahamian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Lyndon Pindling 
termed the Cuban state¬ 
ment a “coverup" but said 
he would accept it as an 
apology. 

Pindling, who flew home 
from London, suggested 
his government may de¬ 
mand reparations for the 
lost vessel and compensa¬ 
tion for the families of the 
four missing crew mem¬ 
bers. 

He described the incident 
as “a dastardly and vicious 
attack, an act of aggression 
which we cannot take light¬ 
ly- 

“This is a dead serious 
situation,” he added “We 
just have to deal with it.” 

Asked whether he be¬ 
lieved the Cuban version of 
the incident, the prime 
minister said: “Actions 
speak louder than words. If 
that is what the Cuban

We in British 
Columbia understand that 
Quebec has frustrations 
with the present system. 
We have our own frustra¬ 
tions.” 

But he acknowledged 
that Quebec’s grievances 
go deeper than economic 
policies, and he said the 
B.C. government would be 
willing to see Quebec enjoy 
special powers—without 
actually writing special 
status into a new constitu¬ 
tion. 

“I am not proposing spe¬ 
cial status for Quebec when 
I say that Quebec should

have some flexibility on 
matters of language and 
culture,” he said. "All 
provinces would have that 
power even though few 
might exercise it.”

"Holding a diplomatic 
official hostage in his resi¬ 
dence is an act of violence 
and a crime against inter¬ 
national law—in San Sal¬ 
vador just as in Teheran,” 
the U.S. embassy said in a 
statement issued later. 

The demonstrators out¬ 
side White’s residence in 
the northwestern suburb of 
Escalon numbered 300 and 
they blocked the driveway 
with three cars and a wood¬ 
en barricade, allowing no 
one to enter or leave the 
one-storey mansion. 

Embassy sources said 
the siege was broken at 6 
a m. Monday when only 
about 30 protesters re¬ 
mained manning the barri¬ 
cades. The ambassador 
was taken to the tightly- 
guarded U.S. embassy in 
downtown San Salvador 
aboard a convoy of two bul¬ 
let-proof four-wheel drive 
vehicles and a limousine, 
the sources said. 

U.S. Marines and the am¬ 
bassador’s bodyguards 
lobbed three tear gas gre¬ 
nades into the crowd, but 
sources said no one was 
injured. 

Spokesmen for the right- 
wing Broad Nationalist 
Front said three female 
demonstrators were in¬ 


jured but gave no details 
and did not provide names 
of victims. 

The arrest of the 14 last 
week triggered a confron¬ 
tation between the armed 
forces and the junta, which 
White strongly supports. 


TV’s Death defies threats, pleas

Over the protests of the world’s richest 
oil nation, Mobil Oil Co., a score of 
federal lawsuits and hundreds of angry 
callers, most of the nation’s Public 
Broadcasting Service television affiliates 
decided “the show must go on” Monday 
and broadcast “Death of a Princess." 

Judges in Atlanta and San Francisco 
denied petitions to stop the broadcast. 

PBS fed the British made dramatiza¬ 
tion of the 1978 execution of a 19-year-old 
Saudi princess and her commoner lover 


for adultery to 240 stations as part of its 
World series of programs. 

Controversy over the film was heard 
from Saudi Arabia, which complained to 
the U.S. state department that it was 
distorted, and carried all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, where half an hour 
before the film’s broadcast Justice Lewis 
Powell refused to order a Houston station 
to show it. 

PBS affiliates across the nation re¬ 
ported receiving hundreds of calls from 
viewers—most of them opposed to view¬ 


ing the film for fear of retaliation by 
Saudi Arabia. 

The switchboard at Seattle’s KCTS-TV 
handled more than 400 calls by 11 p.m. 
Most callers thought the station shouldn't 
have aired the film for reasons as diversi¬ 
fied as it would endanger the American 
hostages in Iran to fear of another Arab 
oil embargo. 

Earlier in the day calls opposing the 
show outnumbered those favoring it by 
over six to one but as the air time ap¬ 
proached the responses evened out. Once 


the program was over callers were over¬ 
whelming positive about both the show 
and the station's decision to air it, said the 
spokesman. 

Among the post-show callers were two 
students from Saudi Arabia. One com¬ 
plained that it misrepresented his country 
while the other thanked the station for 
showing the movie. 

One station, KTCA-TV in Minneapolis, 
received two telephoned bomb threats 
just before the broadcast. 


Volcano 
quake 
sets off 
ice slide 


VANCOUVER, 
Wash. (AP) — A large 
earthquake shook 
loose an avalanche of 
ice on the unstable 
north flank of Mount 
St. Helens on Monday, 
scientists said. 

But the quake, esti¬ 
mated at 5 on the 
Richter scale, did not 
cause the long-feared 
slide of a large area 
that has been bulging 
for three weeks, said 
Don Mullineaux, vol¬ 
cano hazards geologist 
for the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 

The slide was setyi 
by a passing plane 
which reported it to the 
U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration, he 
said. 

Ken Shake, FAA 
spokesman in Seattle, 
said the plane reported 
the slide started at the 
Z,300-metre level and 
continued at least to 
the 1,800-metre level 
■when it became ob¬ 
scured by clouds. 

There have been be¬ 
tween 20 and 50 earth¬ 
quakes a day on the 
2,950-metre mountain 
since just before it 
erupted steam and ash 
March 27.
